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Attempted suicide victim in critical condition 
Local man shoots 
self in hotel room

A 33-year-old Wheeling man crlticlally 


Injured himself Wednesday with a rifle in 
a Mount Prospect hold room. Police, the 
man's estranged wife and a psychiatrist 
unsuccessfully tried to talk the man out 
of his suicido attempt for more than two 
hours. 


Tho victim, Charles R. RHKlm, 571 


Fairway View Dr., shot himself above 


the left eye at 2:11 a.m. In a second-floor 
room at the Mount Prospect Holiday Inn, 
200 E. Rand Rd. He was Immediately 
trasnported by Mount Prospect firemen 
to Holy Family Hospital where his condl- 
tlon was listed as critical. 


Police said McKim was transferred 


late Wednesday morning to Billings Hos- 
pital In Chicago, where he reportedly was 
being treated on a kidney machine.

McKim's threatened suicide when the 
inn's manager, James Sparks, called for 
police to Investigate three checks McKim 
has written for a total of $40 which alleg- 
edly bounced. Sparks told police a 
fourth check, for $500, drawn on the 
same account, had been written by 
McKim and he (Sparks) expected that 
check also would bounce. 


WHEN TWO POLICE detectives went 


to McKim's room to ask him about the 
checks, they found McKim seated on the 
bed with the rifle next to his forehead. 
McKim allegedly told police he had been 
planning to kill himself for days and he 
would do It then unless the police left, 
they said. 


Firemen, who put a ladder up to 


McKim's hotel window, and more police- 
men, including Chief Ralph J. Doney, 
then were called to the scene. 


Doncy ordered eight adjacent hotel 


rooms vacated because the occupants 
might have been injured by the rifle. The 
police set up in a room about four away 
from McKim's. They then maintained 
telephone contact with McKim. 


Wheeling police were contacted and 


brought McKim's wife to the scene. 


A psychiatrist from Forest Hospital in 


DCS Plalncs also was brought in to talk 
with McKim. 


POLICE TORE UP the bad checks, 


telling McKim they could not prosecute. 
But, police said, McKim complained of 
having lost his job and his wife and of 
being heavily In debt. 
. 


McKim shot himself after he invited 


Doney to open his hotel door. 


Doney sold several suicide notes were 


found in the hotel room. Throughout the 
more than two hours of efforts to talk 
McKim out of the suicide, "McKim never 
did take the gun from his head," Doney 
sold. "He must have been afraid some- 
one would rush him If he took the gun 
away."

Release of 
Ux rates for 10 additional townships Is 
expected Friday and final township fig- 
ures, Including those for Wheeling, 
Schaumburg, Elk Crave and Palatine 
townships, will bo announced Monday, 
Kuspcr said. 


"With this program concluded, bills 


will be In the mall on timo to meet the 
Sept, is penalty date," Kusper said at a 
morning press conference. 


BUT, OFFICIALS In County Treasurer 


Bernard Korzcn's office warned that 
Sept. 18 is "tentative." 


"Things could change. Wo still have 20 


townships to go," Deputy Treasurer Wal- 
ter Conrad said. "If they don't get the 
rates to us quickly we may not get the 
bills out in time for that date. There's a 


possibility wo will be done, according to 
their (Kuspcr's office) schedule." 


State law requires that all bills must 


bo moiled at least 30 days before a pen- 
alty date Is set. If the bills are not 
moiled by Aug. 16, Conrad said the dead- 
line will bo "set back a day or two. 


"Bills definitely will be duo sometime 


that week," he said. 


PLANNED DEADLINE for payment of 


second-Installment real estate taxes was 
Aug. 1. But, controversy over the state- 
certified assessment multiplier delayed 
computation of tax rates, county officials 
have said. 


Kusper estimated that tax bodies will 


save 13 million In interest on tax antici- 
pation warrants because the deadline 
will be mid-September, not Oct. 1. Esti- 
mated tax anticipation interest through- 
out the county Is about *6 million a 
month, he said. 


The official deadline for payment may 


be Sept. 15, a Sunday, Kusper said. Kor- 
zen then would accept payments through ' 
Sept. 16, he added. 


"We were able to accomplish this by 


working nights and weekends, so that we 


could adhere to the Sept. 15 penalty date, 
rather than the Oct. 1 date that for a 
while seemed inevitable," Kusper said.

It's getting better 


That's how Postal Service officials look at 
service since reorganization three years ago 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


The U.S. Postal Service has spent three years molding its 


giant bureaucracy into the image of an efficient, independent 
corporation but has had less luck convincing Americans its 
mail service is really better. 


The agency says it has gone in its short lifetime from an 


almost exclusively hand-sorted mail system to a 50 per cent- 
mechanized system nationwide. It now claims overnight de- 
livery for 95 per cent of local first-class mail. Budgets have 
been tightened, productivity ratios are up and wages of postal 
workers are more on a par with private industry. 


But the postal service is still receiving criticism from all 


sides — for different reasons. 


Some complain because under the new system much mail is 


postmarked at areawide sectional centers and therefore isn't 
postmarked with the name of the town from where it was 
mailed. 


Others object to the post office eliminating many neighbor- 


hood collection boxes and reducing the number of collections 
from those boxes. 


Others object to the lines in post offices which the postal 


service says will have to continue if the system is to break 
even financially. 


The criticism also comes because of what the postal service 


says is a small percentage of delayed delivery, missent and 
misdelivered mail. Although the percentage is small, the 
number is still very large in terms of actual packages or 
letters because of the volume of mail that goes through the 
post office each day. 


AT A RECENT day-long seminar in Chicago, postal service 


officials told businessmen about innovations in bulk mailings, 
guaranteed rapid mail delivery systems and machines that 
can actually read addresses on specially prepared business 
mall. 


But just where the Northwest suburbs fit into the postal 


service plans for new bulk mail centers and guaranteed "Ex- 
press Mail" is a little bit harder to determine. 


INTERVIEWS WITH several local postal officials and the 


manager of the North Suburban Sectional Center which pro-

about the post office in general, Herald 
reporters earlier talked to people at ran- 
dom in shopping centers and by phone. 


The results showed most people inter- 


viewed had little or no quarrel with the 
post office. 


AMONG THOSE who had complaints, 


seme were objecting to deliveries which 
were actually within the standards that 
the post office has set up. 


But a few people had legitimate com- 


plaints and some real horror stories to 
tell. 


One Mount Prospect woman said a box 


of grapefruit mailed in Florida the first 
week of December arrived at her home 
the middle of January. "By that time it 
had gone bad and the box was smashed. 
The grapefruit was running out all over; 
It was rotten and smelly," she said. The 
women, who didn't want her name used, 
said she also thought ten cents was too 
much to pay for mailing a letter.

President 


Nixon Is considering resigning In Ihc faco 
or almost certain removal from office 
through Impeachment and will make a 
decision within a few days, Republican 
congressional leaden sold after a meet- 
Inn with him Wednesday. 


But Nixon mndo clear In tho 33-mlnuto 


meeting, described as a "very gloomy" 
assessment of tho situation, that ho 
would not be hasty and would act only on 
the nation's best Interests, according to 
ono of the participants, Senate GOP lead- 
er Hugh S»tt. 


There were broadcast reports — un- 


confirmed — that Scott, who was sum- 
moned to the meeting along with Sen. 
Barry Goldwatcr, R-Arlz., and House Re- 
publican Leader John Rhodes, passed 
along to Nixon a proposal for a ucnsc of 
Congress resolution to spare Nixon any 
prosecution for wrongdoing should he re- 
sign. 


A flurry of reports of Imminent resig- 


nation swept Congress and the corridors 
of government Wednesday as Republican 
calls for Nixon to step down multiplied, 
but the White House Insisted there was 


no change In Nixon's announced plans to 
sco the Impeachment ordeal through to a 
judgment. 


With an expectant crowd lining the 


White House fence behind him; a grim- 
faced Goldwatcr revealed to reporters 
wailing on the White House lawn that 
Nixon had Indeed changed his view and 
was now considering resignation al- 
though no decision had been reached. 


Scott concurred, and later said: ."I 


think the situation will be resolved In a 
few days. I have a feeling a decision will 
be made by him one way or the other. 
He did not Indicate what his decision 
would be but indicated It would be 
grounded solely In the national Interest." 


Goldwatcr said he was "extremely im- 


pressed with the uppermost thought In 
his (Nixon's) mind that whatever deci- 
sion ho has made will bo In tho best In- 
terests of our country." 


All thrco visitors said the meeting was 


held only to discuss current sentiment In 
Congress, and Nixon was not asked to 
resign. They said the subject of immun- 
ity from future prosecution was not dis- 
cussed.

Capital becomes 
big rumor mill

Washington, D.C., was rife with rumor 


and speculation Wednesday, all leading 
to tho single conclusion that Richard Nix- 
on would soon resign, but all the rumors 
were wrong. 


Reports criss-crossed Washington and 


the country, passed by word of mouth 
and news reports that Nixon would soon 
step down. But as afternoon turned to 
evening, the reports dlmlshed when it be- 
came apparent that the President would 
not relinquish his office — today. 


Here's what the reports said: 
• The Providence, R.I. Journal-Bulle- 


tin quoted "an undaunted devotee" of the 
president, thought to be Rabbi Baruch 
Korff of the Citizens for Fairness to the 
Presidency, as saving Nixon had made a 
decision to resign.

Nixon report 
sends market

NEW YORK (UPI) - Reports that 


President Nixon was preparing to resign 
under mounting Congressional pressure 
sent the New York stock market soaring 
Wednesday for the second straight day. 


The buying gathered momentum from 


a slow, uncertain opening as published 
reports said the President would step 
aside voluntarily rather than face im- 
peachment in the House and trial in the 
Senate. 


The reports lifted the Dow Jones indus- 


trial average, a compilation of 30 blue 
chips, 23.78 points to 797.56 after a 13.38 
point Improvement Tuesday. 


Volume picked up steadily as prices 


improved, totaling 
13,380,000 shares, 


compared with 15,770,000 Tuesday when 
the market started strong on resignation 
rumors, then backed off with White 
House denials that the President would 
step down. 


The big push Wednesday came follow- 


ing a report from The Providence Jour- 
nal-Bulletin, quoting a source close to the 
President, that Nixon "has come to the 
conclusion that the national interest may 
best be served by his resignation."

Kids like the 'big money9 


Parks9 ranger 
program proves 
a big success 


To the Wheeling Park District this 


summer's new ranger program has 
been both a successful public rela- 
tions program and a way to Improve 
park maintenance. 


But to tho 12 youngsters Involved 


in tho program, tho rewards ore 
more concrete. Most of tho young- 
sters said it was the 75 cents an hour 
pay that attracted them to the pro- 
gram. For tho past eight weeks they 
have been bringing homo about $20- 
$23 per week. 


T h r o u g h o u t the summer tho 


rangers have been painting, weeding, 
picking up, mowing and doing other 
small maintenance jobs throughout 
tltc district. But according to ranger 
Cathy Mulo. 14, the work has been 
mostly painting. 


KOK EXAMPLE, THE youngsters, 


ages 12 to 16, said it takes about 45 
minutes to paint a set of monkey- 
bars, noting that there is a lot of 
climbing equipment in the district. 
Tho rangers also havo painted swing 
sets, blko racks and other play- 
ground apparatus in various colors. 


To Illustrate the point, Cathy point- 


ed to her paint-splattered jeans and 
tho park district T-shirt, saying she 
has gono through two pairs of jeans 
and a pair of shorts during the sum- 
mer's work. 


Park Supt. David Phillips, tow- 


ever, said tho ranger program has 
been more than a maintenance pro- 
gram. 


"Wo consider tho program as in- 


formational to tho kids In the com- 
munity ns to what wo do." ho said. 
Phillips noted that tho rangers havo 
been learning how much effort it 
takes to maintain tho park facilities, 
and said it is therefore good public 
relations. 


In addition, the youngsters arc 


very visible to the community as 
they travel from site to site in tho 
park district's green truck. 


THE PROGRAM HAS not been all 


work, since tho district has sched- 
uled at least one field trip to a 
Cubs baseball game and has also 
planned special recreational pro- 
grams for the rangers. 


Phillips said tho program's budget 


was originally set to equal the salary 
of fine full-time maintenance em- 
ploye, and ho said the district has 
probably gotten an equal amount of 
work for the money. The program 
was scheduled to run only 6 weeks, 
but was extended for an additional 
two. 


"I think the amount of work they 


were getting done was commendable, 
and we had additional work we want- 
ed to sec done," Phillips said about 
tho extension. 


REGULAR PARK staff members 


seem to bo enjoying the rangers be- 
cause they bring a lot of life to tho 
minor maintenance Jobs around the 
district. "They get a big kick out of 
it and vice versa," Phillips said. 
"It's fun seeing the kids get togeth- 
er." 


Despite the tedious nature of tho 


painting and weeding, the rangers at- 
tack their work with good-natured 
grumbling and a lot of wisecracking 
with their supervisor Kevin Barthulc. 
And the youngsters said they would 
like to bo rangers again next year if 
the program Is continued.

Cancer treatment center opens 


A new center designed to see that 


more cancer patients get the best treat- 
ment available opened this week In Chi- 
cago. 


Funded by the federal government, the 


center will bo run by the Illinois Cancer 
Council, a coalition that includes (ho 
state's eight medical schools. Purpose of 
the center Is to Insure that more patients 
benefit quickly from the results of cancer 
research and that more doctors uro 
trained to deal with the disease. 


Dr. Samuel G. Taylor, council presi- 


dent, said the center will start a hotline 
where doctors can get expert advice on 
cancer treatment. The center also will 
recommend doctors knowledgeable In 
cancer detection and provide patients 
with n list of doctors competent in treat- 
Ing the disease. 


Other functions will be to keep statis- 


tics on the disease, coordinate cancer re- 
search in the state and eventually es- 
tablish cancer detection units in local 
communities. 


"THIS IS something where we're going 


to get down to the grassroots level," 
Taylor said. "We're even thinking of 
such things as mobile units for giving 
tests." 


Taylor sold the center will try to keep 


n register of all cancer patients and what 
happens to them. "We will try to get all 
doctors and institutions to register their 
cancer patients so we know what tho 
cure rate is, so we know what we are 
dealing with," he sold. 


American Cancer Society spokesmen 


say that about 53 million Americans now 
living eventually will have cancer. Can- 
cer will strike In approximately two of 
three families. In the 1970s, there will be 
an estimated 3.5 million' cancer deaths, 
6.5 million new cancer cases and more 
than 10 million under care for cancer. 
This year alone more than 1 million 
Americans will be under care for cancer.

Antl-RTA attorney Paul Wlsnor wltlidrew 
from tho eiwo recently and tho IcgLiln- 
tors challenging tho March 10 election 
outcome could not afford another lawyer. 


Douglas told both sides to como to 


some agreement regarding tho third Is- 
sue In tho case, tho Impoundment of RTA 
ballots and election materials. Represen- 
tatives of counties Involved In the Im- 
poundment order said they need tho bal- 
lot applications and other election mate- 
rials for November's election date. 


Douglas said ho could sec no reason to 


further hamper tho county clerks and 
said he would sign a more detailed order 
that would hold only RTA-rclatcd ballots 
and materials.

Suburb district's bid must await chairman 


The North Suburban Mass Transit Dis- 


trict filed the first detailed grant request 
with the Regional Transportation Author- 
ity Board of Commissioners last week, 
but It will get no consideration until an 
RTA chairman and staff havo been 
hired. 


NORTRAN asked for $1,2.13,438 In oper- 


ating subsidies for Its bus service based 
primarily on expected deficits from tho 
United Motor Coach Co. acquisition next 
October. NORTRAN has a federal grant 
which includes money to purchase UMC, 
and the sale Is expected to be effective In 
two months.' 


In announcing tho RTA grant request, 


Richard T. Newman, NORTRAN chair- 
man, said, "Eldership Is Increasing on 
NORTRAN-sponsorcd routes. And It's 
cloar that, in tho NORTRAN district, 
pedple arc using their cars less and mass 
transportation more because the service 
Is improving. However, when wo acquire 
UMC, we'll also acquire additional loss- 
es. In the absence of adequate funding, 
the district's only alternative will be to 
reduce service." 


Joseph Tecson, RTA temporary chair- 


man, said tho NORTRAN request and all 
others will bo held until sufficient Infor- 
mation is available to the board regard- 
ing transportation In the area. 


A study Is being made that will provide 


an Inventory of all mass transit facilities 
and equipment In the Chicago area. Tho 
study is funded by the federal govern- 
ment and tHo Illinois Dcpt. of Trans- 
portation under the direction nf IDOT. 
The Information will not be available for 
several months. 


NORTRAN had expressed the hope 


that the funding request through June, 
1975, could be considered by Oct. 1, but 
Tecson indicated that would not be pos- 
sible. Some UMC routes may be dropped 
or changed by NORTRAN if the grant 
Isn't received.

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The environment 
Federal pesticide ban stirs controversy 


by LEA TONKIN 


The surprise announcement last Friday by U.S. Environ- 


mental Protection Agency Administrator RuMcll Train that 
ho Intends to auspcnd production of two related pesticides — 
Aldrln and Dloldrln — because they represent an "imminent 
hazard" to public health brought midweek results from Shell 
Chemical A subsidiary of Shell Oil Co., the company said 
Wednesday It will appeal Iho EPA bnn. 


Train's suspension would liavc become effective Wednesday 


unless Shell requested a hearing on the matter. A hearing will 
tnko "no longer than 15 days" Train said. The ban Is designed 
to prevent the manufacture of an estimated 10 or more mil- 
lion pounds of Aldrln for 1075 use. Shell Chemical Is the pro- 
duced of the pesticides Aldrln-Dlcldrln. 


Train said evidence Indicates that rats exposed to Dlcldrln 


develop malignant tumors. Measurable amounts of Dlcldrln 
Iwivo been found In samples of dairy products, garden vege- 
tables, meat and poultry and other foods. Examination of tis- 
sue samples taken during surgery or autopsies also indicate 
persistent residues of Dlcldrin. Children consume consid- 
erably more Dlcldrln on a body weight basis than other seg- 
ments of the population, Train added. Ho said alternative 
compounds nro available. 


The EPA action is the first case heard under provisions of 


Dm now federal Environmental Pest Control Act. It will hnvo 
adverse effects on corn producers In Illinois and other Mid- 
west states, says Shell Chemical spokesman Joseph Sloan, 
manager of regulatory affairs In Washington, D.C. "Wo plan 
to vigorously fight this tiling with every means available to 
us." sold Sloan. "It's a real shocker to tho industry." Tho 
chemicals are used to control pesky soil Insects such as cut- 
worms and wlroworms which Infest corn crops, he said. Ono 
witness at tho EPA hearings on the proposed ban estimated 
crop losses at SO to ZOO million bushels of corn a year as a 
result of tho action. Illinois farmers, among the large users of 
the chemicals, cannot obtain substitute as effective and 
cheap as Aldrln to control pests, Sloan said. Tho firm said tho 
EPA suspended tho pesticide hearings before Shell completed 
Its presentation of evidence. 


Dale Butx of the Illinois Agricultural Assn. said the use of 


Aldrin has declined during tho past several years. He adds: 
"In certain situations it's the best thing we've got. If farmers 
need it and don't have It, they'll bo In a lot of trouble." 


Tho Aldrin-Dlcldrln controversy dates back some years. In 


1963 Rachel Carson warned in her book Silent Spring that "in 
laboratory experiments on quail Dlcldrin has proved to be 
nhnut SO times as poisonous as DDT." Dicldrin was used in 
the 195Qs In Illinois to cradlcato tho Japanese beetle, but tho 
resulting wildlife destruction was cited by the Illinois Natural 
History Survey. 
Dam project stalled 


A temporary restraining order was Issued Tuesday against 


tho U.S. Army Corps of Engineers by a federal judge In 
Washington, D.C. to prevent It from opening bids on construc- 
tion of a new lock-and-dam project in Alton, 111. Tho action 
followed suits filed by Chicago attorney Joseph Karaganls, 
tho national Sierra club and the Izaak Walton League of 
America, and 21 railroads. Tho Chicago and Northwestern is 
among tho railroads which joined In tho suit. Judge Howard 
Corcoran Issued the restraining order to temporarily bar tho 
$383 million project. Ho set an Aug. 20 hearing date for a 
hearing on a preliminary Injunction which would halt some 
$.1.2 billion In upper Mississippi River navigation system proj- 
eels. Tho environmentalists say the entire upper Mississippi 
River area would be adversely affected by the projects, and 
tho railroads object to the subsidy provided to bargo oper- 
ators by tho projects.

Rail noise hearing set 


On the noise front: An Aug. 14 hearing will be conducted in 


DCS Plalnes by the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency on 
proposed federal regulation of railroad noiso levels. The pro- 
posed rules, less stringent than thoso effective in Des Plaines, 
could supercede local noise control ordinances, says the EPA. 
The hearing begins at 0 a.m. at DCS Plaines City Hall. 


The state Pollution Control Board set stringent noise pollu- 


tion control regulations for stationary sources effective in 
August, 1S73. The state Environmental Protection Agency 
says possible proposals for the control of motor vehicle noiso 
arc under consideration. Nex. on the agenda for study: recre- 
ational vehicle, construction and aircraft noise. 


Tho federal Environmental Protection Agency finally de- 


fined noiso levels required for health and welfare, a year past 
its deadline. Under the Federal Noiso Control Act of 1972 the 
agency has the power to set limits on acceptable noise levels 
and regulato products which exceed the standards. 
The 


agency's Office of Noiso Abatement and Control defined 70 
decibels as the maximum 24-hour exposure level which would 
protect humans for loss of heading during a lifetime. An 
eight-hour exposure of 55 decibels Is recommended for out- 
doors and 45 decibels for indoors.

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Herald opinion 
Senate should approve 
federal consumer agency 


The long-delayed federal con- 


sumer agency, which cnn serve the 
consumer interests of nil of us, Is 
bottled up In the U. S. Senate — 
and It's about time that the filibus- 
ter blocking passage be ended. 


At issue is passage of legislation 


lo create a federal consumer pro- 
tection agency. It would speak up 
for the consumer when other fcdcr-

nl agencies or departments are 
m a k i n g decisions that affect 
prices, health, safety and other vi- 
tal consumer issues. 


To many senators and big-busi- 


ness lobbyists, such an idea is 
unacceptable for It represents a 
further federal invasion into pri- 
vate enterprise. Milder critics ar- 
gue that a consumer protection 
agency would create another bur- 
eaucracy which would compound 
the red tape problem for persons 
with legitimate consumer griev- 
ances. 


For several years the bill has 


been proposed and then killed in a 
Senate or House committee. A 
strong backer has been HI. Senator 
Charles Percy. Now, as the bill ap- 
pears close to passage, a filibuster 
led by Senator Sum Ervin, D-N. 
Carolina, has stalled the measure. 
Proponents of the bill have been 
unable to muster the two-thirds 
cloturc vote to end debute nnd 
move the measure to u final Senate 
vote. 


The strongest argument in favor 


of the new agency is that federal 
agencies, such as the Federal 
Trade Commission, do not have a 
built-in mechanism to assure con- 
sumers a fair break. 


A consumer protection agency 


would act as an advocate for con- 
sumers, and it would provide the 
kind of lobby which consumers 
have never had. In past years, big- 
business has had lobbying clout; 
consumers, traditionally a frag- 
mented group, have had to fend for 
themselves in the federal process. 


Advocates argue that the agency 


has limited scope and will not 
wage "guerrilla war' against the 
government, 
as 
one 
opponent 


charges. 


We aren't enthusiastic about the 


creation of another federal agency 
— but in the area of consumer af- 
fairs, an agency which will vigor- 
ously represent the American con- 


sumer where necessary is an idea 
which we strongly support. 


There have been reports that 


President Nixon will veto this mea- 
sure. Such a step would be a dis- 
service to the needs of American 
consumers. The Senate should 
speedily pass this bill, then Nixon 
should act in the public's interest 
by signing it into law.

Resignation a possible out 
Nixon may face Senate trial costs

WASHINGTON (UPI) - If Richard M. 


Nixon is impeached and removed from 
office he will be destroyed politically, hu- 
miliated before his countrymen and 
worse yet could even end up broke. 


If the House in all likelihood goes 


ahead and votes to impeach him, the 
Congress might require him to person- 
ally assume tho legal expenses of a Sen- 
ate trial. 


Attorney General William B. Saxbe has 


ruled that Nixon would personally have to 
bear the cost of his defense in the Senate 
trial. , 


Until now, Nixon's defense has been 


paid for with federal funds. Special Coun- 
sel James D. St. Clair Is on the White 
House payroll for $42,500 a year, and ho 
is assisted by lawyers from the White 
House legal staff, the Justice Depart- 
ment, and other departments of the bu- 
reaucracy. 


The costs arc Impossible to tabulate at 


present because some of tho attorneys 
are doing other work in their own depart- 
ments at tho same time, but estimates 
range all the way from $200,000 to 
$350,000. 


Nixon stands to lose prestige, status, 


power and his "place In history" if tho 
Senate votes to convict. But removed 
from office, he would also lose a $200,000 
a year salary, a $50,000 expense allow- 
ance, a lifetime pension of $60,000 a year 
or more, and his lifetime right to office 
space plus a total of $96,000 appropriated 
annually for his retirement staff and of- 
fice expenses. 


In addition, Nixon would still have to 


pay back taxes and probably more law- 
yer's fees for Watergate-related court 
proceedings. Pat Nixon would forfeit her 
right to a $20,000 a year widow's pension 
if she survives him. 


A sure way for Nixon to avoid many of 


these problems would be to resign — an 
option which tho White House says ho 
has rejected. The President insists he 


will be around to preside over the na- 
tion's 200th birthday in 1976 and continue 
in office until Inauguration Day, Jan. 20, 
1977. 


Resignation would be similar to the ex- 


perience of other former presidents who 
suddenly lose the lavish trappings of the 
nation's highest office — a huge personal 
staff, limousines, jet planes, helicopters, 
a yacht and a wooded retreat in Camp 
David, Md. 


But If convicted, Nixon also would 


have an additional burden others have 
not borne — possible legal and criminal 
liabilities. He would almost surely be in- 
volved as a witness, if not as defendant, 
in Watergate-related cases which most 
legal sources believe will be In the courts 
for months or even years to come. 


In any event, Nixon would still be en- 


titled to draw his pension for government 
service in the House, Senate, Navy, and 
as vice president — an amount calcu- 
lated at approximately $16,000 a year.

Ho deems, In retrospect, to have 


carried within himself from tho very 
beginning the seeds of his own de- 
struction. 


Yet time and timo again, this re- 


markobln man survived disasters 
which wcro largely of his own mak- 
ing. 


In his first bitterly fought cam- 


paign for Congress he waged a bare- 
knuckled, gut campaign against Rep. 
Ho I on Cahagan Douglas, which 
planted the seeds of bitterness 
among liberals which would follow 
him for years. Ho survived the cam- 
paign to become tho stalker of Algcr 
HIM in tho House Un-American Ac- 
avitlcs Committee. 


His dogged pursuit of Hiss as a for- 


mer communist solidified liberal op- 
position and attracted tho wrath of 
President Truman, tho disapproval 
of much of tho press and public, and 
it endangered his chances of contin- 
uing In Congress. 


He won that battle. Hiss wont to 


jail, and ho survived lo become a 
U.S. Senator, and In 1D52, candidate 
for vice president 


Again It wu on Instrument of his 


own doing, tho secret fund supplied 
to him by California businessmen 
which nearly brought his political ca- 
reer to a disastrous end. Nixon with- 
stood attempts to romovo him from 
tho presidential ticket with an emo- 


tional television speech featuring his 
cocker spaniel, Checkers. 


The public ralllied to his support. 


He survived to be hailed by the man 
who sought to dump him as "a cou- 
rageous warrior." 


In his second term as vice presi- 


dent, he rejected advico to avoid un- 
ruly crowds In Caracas, trying in- 
stead to win them over with an out- 
stretched hand. And he was nearly 
killed. 


He survived, to become candidate 


for President in I960. It was the first 
political failure of his career, to be 
followed by another in 1062 when he 
sought, some believe unwisely, to be- 
come governor of California and po- 
sition himself for another attempt at 
the presidency. 


Suffering 
a second defeat, ho 


launched a vicious attack — on na- 
tionwide television — against the re- 
p o r t e r s who had "kicked him 
around" during the campaign. Pro- 
f e s s I o n a 1 politicians shook their 
heads and said that was surely tho 
end of tho road. 


Following Goldwater's crashing de- 


feat, a Republican party in dis- 
array looked around for a leader, 
and scores of candidates turned to 


the one to whom they were Indebted. 


By 1968, ho was back at the top, 


carrying his party's banner in anoth- 
er close struggle for the presidency. 
This time he survived. 


Near the end of his first term, 


when he appeared assured of reelec- 
tion and headed for his years of 
triumph, ho again planted the seeds 
which now, it seems, must finally 
mature into disaster. 


Days after the break-in and the 


conception of a White House staff 
plan to bury the evidence and shelter 
the perpetrators, he gave his assent. 


Many believe that within days of 


that act, or even mucli later, he 
could have retraced his steps. Had 
he reconsidered, volunteered to the 
Congress what ho knew, and ridded 
the White House of conspirators, 
many believe, he could have ended it 
all right there. 


But it was not his style to abandon 


political friends, nor to make things 
easy for his enemies. 


So he persisted with denials and 


evasions, attacking each new revela- 
tion as simply another event to bo 
survived. 


But tho seeds, It appears, were 


sown too deep.

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Alternate programs acceptable: EPA 
County won't need emissions tests 


Suburban Cook County residents have been spared the cost 


and trouble of mandatory auto emissions tests. 


Philip Mole, director of the county department of environ- 


mental control, said ho received a letter Monday from the 
federal Environmental Protection Agency saying that the 
county's alternatives to massive testing of autos will be ac- 
ceptable in reducing the carbon monoxide content In the at- 
mosphere of Chicago. 


Mole's office had provided at least six alternatives that 


Mole said would each bo more effective than massive testing 
In reducing pollution. It will be up to the county board to 
decide which course of action it wants to take, but Mole sold 
it probably will be a limited Inspection program that would 
include such vehicles as trucks, tnxls and fleet autos. Limited 
Inspection would probably givo the best results at the least 
cost, he said. 


THE COUNTY had faced possible legal action for failure to 


meet the EPA's requirements for setting up a testing pro- 
gram this year. The county said it did not have the money to 
handle the testing and sought the alternatives. The EPA deci- 
sion Monday was based on two recent meetings between EPA 
officials and Mole's office. 


The probable county program would require new taxis op- 


crating in the Chicago central business district to have Cali- 
fornia-type catalytic converters, which are more effective 


than the converters being Installed on all 1975 cars. The Cali- 
fornia type reduces carbon monoxide emissions by 80 per 
cent, Mole said. 


Traveling inspection stations would handle trucks and fleet 


vehicles at their fleet locations, Mole said. 


Other possible standards could include: 
• Requiring all 1975 cars bought In Cook County to have 


California-type converters. Annual replacement rate in the 
county is 12 per cent, Mole said. 


• Testing only cars that enter the central business district, 


which would mean testing of about 45,000 cars a year instead 
of 1.5 million. Such cars would have to have clean air 
stickers. 


MOLE SAID that if all the alternatives were used, it would 


still mean a great reduction in the number of vehicles tested 
and would reduce Chicago's air pollution five times more 
than the EPA's proposal to test all cars in the county. 


Cabs alone account for 22 per cent of miles traveled in the 


central business district, so advance emission requirements 
for them would have substantial effect, Mole said. 


The auto testing program for the entire county would have 


cost about $3.5 million, Mole estimated, with little effect on 
pollution In the city. The EPA had required a June 1 planning 
deadline for the testing program but did not cite the county 
with contempt because negotiations were still going on.

Harper officials arc now 
admitting North Shoro students, but arc 
delaying their tuition bills until the 
trustees make a decision. 


TUB ILLINOIS Community College 


Board created a North Shore Community 
College district on Juno 21, but Cook 
County Circuit Court Judge Sheldon 
Brown has issued an injunction against 
the election of trustees for the college, 
the purchase of land or the levying of 
taxes for college revenue. The Injunction 
is In connection with a new suit filed by 
North Shoro residents who question the 
constitutionality of creating a community 
college district without a referendum. 


Now North Shoro students have a com- 


munity college district but no community 
college buildings, programs or profes- 
sors. High schools on the North Shore 
had been paying out-of-dlstrlct tuition for 


students who wonted to attend neighbor- 
ing community colleges. The payment 
ceased when the North Shore district was 
formed. 


Oakton plans to enroll North Shore stu- 


dents, charge them out-oMlstrict tuition, 
and bill the difference between out-of-dis- 
trict and in-district tuition to the North 
Shore College when it is established. The 
procedure was recommended by Oak- 
ton's attorney. 


Harper's vice president of student af- 


fairs Gucrin Fischer, said the college 
still is consulting with its attorney to es- 
tablish a procedure for accepting North 
Shore students.

kicked around," salt! Dor "Fathead" 
Townsend, a two-year veteran under 
Meyer who'll return next season. 


Sldor's face is still discolored beneath 


the left eye where he was struck by a 
batted ball one week ago during Arling- 
ton's first round Cook County finals open- 
er ugalnst Dellwood. 


Hut he prancrd around Tuesday eve- 


ning's drill undaunted and full of chatter. 
"AnvlxMly good going to be there?" Sldor 
questioned .Meyer regarding the stale 
tournament which oprni today In Hock- 
ford's HlackhoMk 1'ark. 


Meyer retorted. "Highland, the state 


champs lost year." 


"Big deal." came back Sldor. "I'm not 


impressed. Bcllwood was second best. 
We destroyed them (7-6 In 12 innlngi and 
3-2!). They had no chance." 


Puffy eye or not, Sidor will be at sec- 


ond base today when Arlington faces de- 
fending champion Highland in tho 1 p.m. 
tourney opener. Hat It really been two 
full spawn* of legion ball already? 


"When I was a junior in high school 


(at Rolling Meadows), I'd read about 
this team. That's when they were (1072) 
state champions." said Sidor. "1 always 
dreamed about playing for coach Meyer 
but I never thought I'd be good enough. 
Then when he asked me, I couldn't be- 
lieve It. He's kind of a legend. He's un- 
real. 


"He vrlli and all that Huff but It's for 


j-our own good." Sldor continued. "It 
fthow«. I've lirrn with other conchei who 
didn't yell anil didn't win. They don't u«e 
hUlacllH. It'll nrlnl." 


People are cither tremendously loyal 


to Lloyd Meyer or they don't like him. 
There seems to be no middle ground. For 
better than 20 years he's coached legion 
ball in Arlington Heights. And he's mode 
more than a few enemies each season. 


But Meyer-coached club* win ball- 


gumcs. This marks his third trip into 
Illinois legion finals. No other Ninth Dis- 
trict club has gone even once. And he's 
been to nationals once, in 196S. 


"It takes a while to get used to him," 


Sldor admitted. "After a whole season, 
you can look back at it better. He's tho 
best coach I've ever seen, considering he 
wins so much. 


"I'd never been with a winner before 


until playing with him. It's kind of differ- 
ent. Nothing he ever docs is wrong. We 
don't do anything different than any oth- 
er team except win. But I've heard the 
other teams don't like us." 


Ask Lloyd Meyer how much longer 


he'll be In IIU< game and he Just smiles, 
losses some bad on the ground and 
shrug* his shoulders. It seems he's been 
quitting every year for about the last 
flte. 


"I'm almost sure to come back next 


year. These arc a good bunch of kids. 
They'll bo fun to coach again," Meyer 
snld. 


"After Hint, well, it'll have a lot to do 


with the business (Meyer Bros. Dairy) 
and my father's health." His dad, AI, has 
lung since passed Into the golden years 
but refuses to take his hand out of the 
family dairy work schedule.

"I had to make tho kids hate me. I 


hollered and screamed at them, Insulted 
them, told them they were no damn 
good, just a bunch of smalltown hicks 
who would never amount to beans." 


Are these the words of a: 
a) Marine sergeant, 
b) teamster boss, 
c) professional football coach, 
d) principal of a reform school or 
c) Little League manager. 
If you guessed one of the first four, 


you're wrong. Letter "o" Is the answer. 
That's Mike Moietta, manager of the 
Schenectady, N.Y. Little League team — 
world champions almost 20 years ago. 


Malctta was commenting on how he 


made his 1954 team lough enough to go 
all the way to become "Destiny's Dor- 
lings" — the title of a book by Martin 
Ralbovsky. This Is a study of how young- 
sters rose to national acclaim as seen 
through the eyes of older and wiser men 
who arc now In their early 30's. 


The author of "Destiny's Darlings" 


didn't preach of the negative aspects that 
can occur when grownups Infringe on a

game for youngsters. Instead, he just 
asked questions and let these nine for- 
mer starters and their old manager do 
the talking. The result reveals the tre- 
mendous potential does exist, as Maietta 
unconsciously points out: 


"I knew that if they hated me and got 


mad at me, they would go out there and 
take it out on the other teams, get all 
their anger out on the ball field. I told 
them at the very first all-star team 
meeting, "From this day on, you're go- 
ing to be treated like men and not boys. 
I'll expect you to act like men.!" 


The Schenectady manager had three 


straight excellent teams prior to the 
championship season, but a psyching in- 
cident as well as a rough-housing team 
cost them shots at the nationals in '51 
and '52. In '53, his team finished second, 
so he sacrificed ideals for victories. 


"My experience in '51 and '52 formed 


my whole philosophy about winning in 
L i t t l e League tournaments," said 
Maietta. "You have to be ruthless, be- 
cause the other guys arc ruthless, too, 
and you have to have kids on your team 
who are tough, fighters, rougb-and ready

kids who aren't going to take any bull. I 
didn't start out thinking that way, but 
after two years In tournaments, that was 
my opinion." 


Two opinions of his ex-players — Joe 


Loudis and Jim Barbieri — proved the 
most enlightening. Loudis was consid- 
ered the best athlete of his age in Sche- 
nectady while in junior high school. He 
was the leadoff man for the team and 
played second base. Now he's a high 
school basketball coach. 


"Mike did the thinking for me," Loudis 


said, remembering how Maietta would 
call every pitch from the dugout. "That's 
why I had a helluva pitching record, and 
that's why we won the World Series. 


"He didn't treat us like kids. To him, 


we were young men. We were 12 years 
old, but in baseball sense we were 18 or 
20." 


Barbieri was the only one of the start- 


ers who made It to the major leagues, 
playing briefly for the Dodgers. He was 
the Schenectady team captain, played 
centerflcld and Is now sporting-goods 
salesman. 


"I'll tell you, those games weren't 


fun," said Barbieri, remembering his 12- 
year-old contests. "There was no fun to 
it at all. The pressure was unbelievable . 
.. It was an ulcer situation... 


"You know, Mike (Maietta) brain- 


washed us into thinking we bad to de- 
stroy the other teams; that way, if wa 
fell short, we would still win, anyway. 


"I think back on it now, and I'd have 


to say that Mike wanted to win the world 
championship for. himself, for his own- 
glory, and not for any experience that it 
might have given to us. We were pawns 
on the chessboard, and he made all the 
moves. I can't say pro ball was fun ci- 
ther, but I can say that I had more fun, 
more enjoyment, in pro ball than I had 
in Little League." 


Remembering back to my Little 


League days In the mld-SOs, no team 
pulled the tactics dreamed up by the 
Schenectady manager. Such things as 
purposely creaming,the catcher, throw- 
in? at hitters' heads, leaving the bases 
before the legal time as well as others 
just weren't taught. 


After reading how youngsters were 


cheated out of what should have been a 
rewarding experience, it has to moke 
anyone with potential young ballplayers 
take a more active part in such youth 
league organizations, not as meddling 
grownups, but as adults who want to see 
it stay a game instead of something else. 


Building up miles while seeing the Midwest

Frank DC Rosa packed up his bicycle 


and took five Buffalo Grove cross coun- 
try runners along with him for .some rug- 
ged training In the trl-statc area nround 
Dubuquc, Iowa. 


DcRosa, assistant to Bkon head CC 


coach Jim Rubly, figured the bike might 
come in handy for him, but for tho boys 
the running came as a part of tho sum- 
mer training program for tho school's 
cross country class. It's all in prepara- 
tion for the start of the high school sea- 
son which is less than four weeks away. 


"Besides the fun and excitement, there 


were a number of reasons for taking the 
field trip," DcRosa said. "These young 
men are very serious about the sport of 
distance running. They have been work- 
ing hard for a long time and tho trip 


offered us a welcome change of routine, 
scenery, and terrain. 


"We can't Htart practicing as a team 


until the third week In August," said Dc- 
Rosa, who assists head CC coach Jim 
Rubly at Buffalo Grove. "But all the 
schools offer summer classes In the dif- 
ferent sports — we had a track and a 
cross country class. It turns out that 
most of the kids are the ones who are 
most Interested." 


Tho two-day field trip was made by 


Randy Lane, Jeff Schuster, Bob Goes- 
ling, Stcvo March and Joe Schlelds, 
along with DcRosc. "This was a worth-• 
while trip," said DoRosa. "I think wa all 
enjoyed it and we worked very hard." 


The trip afforded an advantage above 


and beyond the mere rigors of the tor- 
tuous Mississippi River topography. 


"It can bo boring," DeRosa said of 


cross country training sessions, "espe- 
cially in June, July, and August. It can 
become quite dull. We try hard to vary 
the activities as much as possible. But 
the object of training is to build up miles 
In the summer. Later, we'll work on 
speed drills." 


And while the current goal Is to devel- 


op endurance by stressing long-distance 
training, DcRosa emphasized that the 
speed training has on Importance of Its 
own once the season begins. 


"During the season, speed is quite im- 


portant," he said. "In the summer they 
run eight to IB miles and It hardly mat- 
ters, but in a race that is just two or 
three miles long, they have to concen- 
trate on speed. 


"The two most important things in 


cross country," DcRosa continued," are 


training — In a race of two otherwise 
equal runners, the stronger one will win 
— and the proper frame of mind. The 
winner will be the one who has the 
stronger will to win." 


The five boys wlra went with DeRosa 


on the field trip had no competition — 
they were running for fun. They took and 
eight-mile trek through Eagle Point 
Park, which overlooks tho Mississippi 
and provides an excellent view of the 
banks of Wisconsin. Then the runners 
ended another eight-mile course at the 
monument of Julicn Dubuque, on top of a 
hill over the city which bears his name. 


Finally, they tramped over a 14-mile 


path from Dickeyvllle, WIs., south Into 
Illinois and then west across the Du- 
buque bridge Into Iowa. 


When the harrier season begins for 


Buffalo Grove Sept. 5, DcRosa and Rubly 
will have a bunch of well-traveled athlet- 
es on tho team, but the Bison arc still 
building.

Hersey.

NEW YORK — Blowing gummy bub- 


blcs to the infield and wearing a hat that 
appears to fit like a pot, it is under- 
standable how Larry Bowa, age 28, has 
not shaken his Impish Image. 


The Philadelphia Phillies' shortstop 


has struggled with that perception ever 
since high school, when he could not 
make the team because the coach 
thought bun too small. 


Looks are one thing, action Is some- 


thing else. He had been known recently 
as Captain Sulk, for the way he got down 
on himself in tough times. When not 
pouting, he was throwing tantrums at 
umpires. He flung a helmet farther than 
he hit a baseball. 


Because of his sUghtness (5-10, 150 


pounds), other teams played their out- 
fields embarrassingly close in when ho 
batted. Montreal was the nastiest offen- 
der, pulling its outfield In to about 280 
feet from where the less-than-awcsome 
Bowa stood. 


Reason ran rampant for such a move, 


, however. Going into his fifth season in 


the big leagues, Bowa had not hit a home 
run over the fence. (Once, he got an in- 
sidc-the-park homer when he hit one be- 
tween the outfielders, who had been sta- 
tioned in the shadows of the infielders.) 


This season, however, a metamor- 


phosis of sorts has taken hold of Bowa, 
just as it has the whole team, which has 
gone from clowns to contenders. 


In early May, for example', Bowa did 


something he had not done in his first 
2,307 official trips to the plate. He hit a 
fair ball over the fence In & regulation 
game. 


Now, this Is tho some fellow who is 


asked by teammates — when a Phillies' 
bus passes a Little League field — "Hey, 
Gnat, think you could hit one over that 
fence?" 


When Bowa returned from his trium- 


phal homer trot, Phillie first baseman 
Willio Montanez swooned and "fainted" 
on the bench. Teammate Billy Grabar- 
kcwitz grabbed a towel and began to fan 
Montanez. 


Bowa is also one of the most improved 


base stealers in baseball. By early July 
he had 21 stolen bases (he had only 10 
last season), and 20 in a row. People be- 
gan to murmur about Max Carey's ma- 
jor league record of 32 straight stolen 
bases, just as some wonder if he will still 
in fact tie Thomas J. Thevenow's record 
for having hit the fewest home runs, two, 
with a minimum of 4,000 at-bats. 


Bowa still slaps enough singles to 


maintain a respectable average, .242 life- 
time, for a shortstop. And he can "picket 
like hell," as they say in the dugouts. He 
holds the national league 
shortstop 


marks for highest fielding percentage, 
season, .987, and fewest errors, nine. 


Bowa credits Dave Cash, the new 


Phllllo second baseman obtained from 
the Pirates, and coach Billy DcMars 
with his improved offense this season. 


"DcMars," says Bowa, "took me out 


five weeks before spring training official- 
ly opened and worked with me on oil the 
small things — bunting, getting a jump 
on the ball while on base and in the In- 
field. But nobody writes about that. They 
feel it's more dramatic to write about 
Cash." 


Cash has been a kind of inspirational 


leader with the Phillies. "He made me 
think I was the best shortstop in base- 
ball," said Bowa. "S had been getting 
down on myself, especially after I hit 
only .211 last season. But Dave started 
telling me how good I was. And I started 
believing. And it wasn't just smoke he 
was blowing my way. I mean, other 
people seem to agree. I was voted start- 
ing shortstop for the Ail-Star team." 


Another important aspect of Bowa's re- 


surgence is his mental frame. He is less 
childish. "Cash has helped me analyze 
what I do wrong when I go O-for-4, In- 
stead of getting down on myself and let- 
ting It carry over to the next game." 


Bowa, like several other Phillies, has 


also been Involved In transcendental me- 
ditation, In an attempt to relax and pur- 
ify his thoughts. He felt that he was hurt- 
Ing his married life by taking games 
home with him, and remaining Irritable. 


Now, twice a day for 20 minutes, Bowa 


and his wife sit and chant and con- 
template. 


"I'm not going to say that it has helped 


me on the playing field," sold Bowa, 
"because if I start going bad, I don't 
want to say that transcendental medita- 
tion Isn't working. I feel it has helped 
curb my temper. I still get angry — 
don't think I don't. But I feel that I'm in 
greater control of myself and my life."

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Permissiveness on television: Part 3 
Taboos range from toilets to violence 


by DICK KLEINER 


Third of a Series 


HOLLYWOOD - You cannot weigh or 


measure TV scripts and say that you will 
allow 20 pounds of sex or 25 yards of 
violence. Any restrictions placed on TV 
producers must, by its very nature, bo 
qualitative rather than quantitative. Be- 
cause of that, some strange things hap- 
pen. 


Some network "don'ts" become posi- 


tively silly. Some are ridiculous. Some 
are dangerous. 


They range from restrictions on show- 


ing bathroom fixtures to matters of eth- 
nic pride. 


When "The Odd Couple" first began, 


the studio built a complete apartment set 
for Jack Ktugman and Tony Randall. It 
was a total homo — living room, bed- 
rooms, kitchen, bathroom. And every 
room wan furnished thoroughly. Except 
in the bathroom, where there was every- 
thing but a toilet. They stuck an apple 
box in that spot. A toilet could not be 
seen, even accidentally. 


AT THE OTHER end of the censorship 


spectrum, there was a lino In a script for 
Danny Arnold's pilot, "The Life and 
Times of Capt Barney Miller," that 
dealt with a Jewish police captain. There 
was a scene in which a Puerto Rlcan boy 
came Into the police station with a gun. 
The hero, Miller, talked him out of the 
gun and gave him the card of a lawyer. 


The boy looked at the car and said, 


"This name hero, Mankiewicz, that's not 
a Puerto Rlcan name." 


"He's Jewish," the script had Miller 


saying. "It's practically the same thing." 


When the script was submitted to ABC, 


it came back with that line crossed out 
and with this accompanying critique: "It 
would bo an affront to the Chicano com- 
munity." 


Arnold believes such an attitude is dan- 


gerous in Its appeal to ethnic prejudices. 


SOMETIMES. THE networks go by the 


book. Actor Nicholas Hammond remem- 
bers being in a scene in a TV movie 


dealing with rape and murder. The net- 
work censor let it all pass, unchecked. 
Then there come a scene in which a 
young hood held a gun to Martha Scott's 
head. He had a cigaret in his mouth. 


"Hold it," said the network rep. "How 


old are you?" 


The actor said he was 24. 
"No cigaret," said the rep. "Nobody is 


allowed to smoke unless he's over 25." - 


Tom Kersey, head of ABC's West Coast 


Department of Broadcast Standards and 
Practices, says that kind of dictatorial 
pressure Is rare. 
> 


"Lately," he says, "we don't just say, • 


'Don't do that,1 we offer alternate ideas." 


Kersey and his counterparts at the oth- 


er networks get in on things at the begin- 
ning, usually from the moment a writer 
submits a brief outline of the projected 
script They follow through, at every 
stage of the production, checking and 
rcchecking the script and, ultimately, the 
filming. 
• KERSEY SAYS THE biggest problem 
ho has to face isn't sex or language, but 
violence. 


"I am personally opposed to violence," 


he says, "and I am also committed by 
the network to bo opposed to it. Each of 
my editors, as he reads a script, must 
ask — 'Why must this man be killed? 
Why must this fight be so long and 
vicious?' My dedication is to downgrade 
excessive, gratuitous violence." 


He says for a one-hour show, there is, 


on the average, four hours of reading 
and consulting to get an acceptable 
script and another three hours to screen 
the filmed show and work out charges. 


There is almost always a disagreement 


between the network and the producer 
over what is and isn't acceptable. He 
says there is "always a fight, always 
pressure — call it a conversation." 


And, still, some things get past which 


shouldn't. When you cannot weigh ob- 
jectionables, some things will slip 
through.

Economic 
situation 
a puzzle 


The American economy currently pre- 


sents a study In contrasts unparalleled in 
modern times, says the Federal Reserve 
Dank of Chicago In its montlily review, 
Business Conditions. 


In the face of unprecedented prosperity 


in producer goods industries, demand for 
some consumer goods — particularly 
autos — is weak. Strong nonrosidcntlal 
construction activity contrasts with a 
b a d l y depressed residential sector. 
Wages and salaries have risen rapidly 
despite higher employment. 


These unusual economic trends are oc- 


curring against a backdrop of very spe- 
cial circumstances, says the bank, with 
perhaps the most extraordinary one 
being the sheer magnitude of price In- 
flation over the past year. Few analysts 
would have predicted the "double-digit 
Inflation" that has profoundly affected 
business and consumer tlilnklng. 


Accelerated inflation has blurred the 


readings provided by the dollar volume 
of such important measures as personal 
income, retail sales, corporate profits, 
capital outlays, construction activity and 
inventory control. Analysis is also ham- 
pered by the marked contrast between 
strength in business Investment and 
weakness in some types of consumer 
purchases. As a result, according to the 
Chicago bank, the, underlying strength or 
weakness of the real economy is difficult 
to evaluate. Ironically, the greater diffi- 
culty in preparing accurate forecasts un- 
der conditions of capacity restraints, 
energy limitations, rapid price inflation, 
high interest rates, and other fast-mov- 
ing developments makes forecasting 
more necessary than ever for decision 
makers, the report concluded.

I'm allergic to nil medications, It 


seems. The last time my pressure was 
taken II was 220/110. which Is high, but 
yesterday It was ISO over 00. And. so It 
Row. first up and then down, but never ' 
normal. 


I'm really anxious to know what you 


would do with me. I'm 69 but do not 
"move old" or feel that old and never 
have looked my age. 


Fluctuating blood pressure Is not so 


harmful as persistently clovnted blood 
pressure. It also means that your or- 
tcrlcs are still flexible, oven at 69. No 
doubt the higher readings you have ore 
related to stress. 


Some people havo a rise In blood pres- 


sure that they can't control, Just from 
having the pressure taken. Your reading 
of iso/OO for a woman of 69 Is really 
rather good. 


What would I do with you? First, if you 


were overweight I'd surely insist that 
you get rid of any excess fat you might 
havo under the skin. Even a small 
amount of fat under the skin can contrib- 
ute la elevated blood pressure. Good liv- 
ing habits that can control blood pres- 
sure are far better than medicines, when 
such a program works. In fact for years

I have suggested that tho first «tep In 
treating most cases of high blood pres- 
sure was to adjust tho living habits and 
then, if necessary, medicines could be 
used later. 


SECOND, I would want you to limit 


your salt intake. I might oven bo fairly 
strict about this If you were unable to 
tolerate medicines used to eliminate ex- 
cess salt through tho kidneys. Just avoid- 
ing salt In cooking and all foods prepared 
with lots of salt would do a lot to help 
decrease tho salt Intake sufficiently for 
most people. 


Then since you have labile blood pres- 


sure, I would want to be sure you wore 
not taking any stimulants. That means 
you would bo asked to stop coffee entire- 
ly — why take tranquilizcrs if you drink 
"go pills?" And, you should stop all 
drinks that contain caffeine, including 
tea, colas and cocoa, if you use them. Of 


course smoking would be prohibited. 


IF YOUR blood pressure was fairly 


well controlled on such a program, with- 
in limits that are pretty good for your 
age, I would bo Inclined to be happy and 
reassure you that with pressures at those 
levels you were doing fine. I would hope 
that such a program might keep your 
pressures nearer tho 150/90 level. Also, I 
would like to encourage you to do a rea- 
sonable amount of daily walking. 


If your pressures remained high I 


might consider using a tranquilizer to 
help knock off the peak values and after 
that would think about using stronger 
medicines, but only if your pressure was 
persistently high enough to mako me 
think you realty needed medication.

Hospital In Des Plalnes, a fully accre- 
dited ISO-bed psychiatric hospital known 
for Its Intensive programs In psychiatric 
treatment, research, education and com- 
munity service.) 


Symptoms of emotional distress, par- 


ticularly depression, are much more 
frequent among those with lower income 
than among those In mJddle-or upper-In- 
come categories, according to a recent 
study. 


Dr. John Schwab, chairman of tho 


Dept. of Psychiatry at the University of 
Louisville In Kentucky, conducted tho 
study of mental health and mental ill- 
ness. "Wo Interviewed 1,645 persons in 
tho community at large, not patients or 
persons who identified themselves as 
patients. These were randomly selected 
adults between tho ages of 17 and 02," 
Schwab laid. 


"The differences were striking. Using 


a depression scale wo devised, tho people 
filled out a questionnaire, which wo then 
scored. The mean score for tho entire 
group was 16. Those in the upper Income 
bracket scored 13, while those with a 
lower Income of less than $6,000 scored 
23. 


"In looking at tho symptoms of depres- 


sion. 23 per cent of those with lower in- 
come had sleeping difficulties, while only 
9 to 10 per cent with higher income had 
this complaint.' Eighteen per cent with 
lower Income complained that people no 
longer cared about them, that they felt 
helpless and isolated. Tho direst symp- 
tom of them all, hopelessness, was re- 


in contrast to 1.5 per cent In the upper 
range," Schwab reported. 


SCHWAB THEN did a statistical 


analysis of tho data he collected and 
broke down tho information into multi- 
variables with controls for race, sex, age 
and income. "Income was by far the 
strongest explanatory variable, but wo 
also learned that in the lower income 
group there still is somewhat more depr- 
ession among women than men. We were 
very surprised to learn there was no dif- 
ference according to race. 


"There was, however," Schwab contin- 


ued, "a slight difference according to 
age. Historically, depression has been 
more common among those who are old- 
er. All previous studies showed depres- 
sion increasing with age. Now we're find- 
Ing depression Just as common In tho 
younger ago group as it is in the older. 
With tho level of Income the overriding 
consideration, those 17-20 years old had a 
higher level of depression that any 
ago group until ago 65-pIus. 


Schwab felt so much depression among 


the young really says something about 
tho plight of young people today. "They 
question who they are, what Is their 
scnso of Identity, where are they going 
and to what arc they going, why, is It 
worthwhile. Then they'll often turn to 
drugs os a way of self-treatment to sup- 
press depression." 


SCHWAB SUGGESTED tho poor may 


be more depressed because they are 
made so aware of their underprivileged 
state by constant, In-the-bomo exposure 


to better living standards and adverti- 
sers' urges to buy, buy, buy. "We studied 
families," he said, "with no toilet facil- 
ities, no food, no refrigerator to keep it 
in — even among the very poor, almost 
every house had a television set. Their 
exposure to otherwoys of life Is an every-, 
day thing, unlike the days before tele- 
vision. 


"One possible answer to the depression 


problem might be resodalization. If 
people would join various community 
groups, if we could restore vitality to 
community life and help our neighbors, I 
think that would bo a magnificent contri- 
bution and very helpful for the depres- 
sion problem that is looming very large 
In America. 


"When we do realize that the human 


condition is a shared one, that all of us 
are In the same life boat, then-lf we help 
our neighbors, we'd really be doing 
something for ourselves and all human- 
ity," said Schwab.

Tho North Suburban Sectional Center In River Grove serves 


tho area outsldo tho City of Chicago from the Wisconsin state 
uno south to 12(h street and west fifty miles to the small 
community of Crcston beyond DcKnlb. 


Tho post office's own sampling system shows statistics for 


tho north suburban sectional center of 92.6 per cent overnight 
delivery to designated local areas for tho period from 
January i, 1974 through July 10,1074. 


In recent weeks tho figures, computed for every two weeks, 


havo varied from 08 per cent to 04 and then down to 03. 


The postal service's record on overnight delivery to Chi- 


cago Is 03.4 per cent for the 6tj-month period. Recent weekly 
figures for Chicago delivery from tho north suburban area ' 
hove varied from 04 per cent to 08 per cent where they re- 
mained for four weeks. 


Tho statistics relate to letters mailed first class before 5 


p.m. and addressed to a destination within tho overnight de- 
livery area which Includes the north and south suburbs, the 
Gary, Ind., area, tho Madison, WIs., area, the Rockford area 
and Chicago. 


HUT EVEN postal officials will admit that statistics can bo 


misleading. 


John Buttz, currently tlw officer in charge, at tho Arlington 


Heights Post Office, observed that students with grades of 04 
or 08 consistently would graduate magna cum Inude, "but 
with the volume of mall, that Is a lot of error." 


Buttz, who Is filling In at Arlington Heights until a post- 


master Is appointed, Is ono of tho new postal service manage- 
ment people brought into the new system from business or 
other government careers, 


Before coming to Arlington Heights ho was manager of tho 


Midwest training and development center which provides 
training annually for 5,000 to 6,000 postmasters and super- 
visors In a 13-atatc area. 


The postal service "follows up every complaint," Buttz 


said. For recurring mail problems it can set up new systems 
so that tho problems don't continue. 


Buttz says ho really believes postal carriers are concerned 


about the people on their routes and worry if they don't get 
the mall In time to deliver it when Its expected. 


ONE TIP: tho letter you mail will have a greater chance of 


getting a local postmark and of being sorted locally If it is 
mailed early In the day. 


Mall which arrives at the post office almost simultaneously 


with the trucks that pickup outgoing mall may very well go to 
the sectional center unsorted, postal officials admit. 


At the sectional center, letters and packages are sorted by 


destination — 60 per cent of them on seven Letter Sorting 
.Machines (LSM's). At a rate of one letter per second, tho 
LSM operators punch out zip codes on a keyboard to send the

also had no complaints about tho cost of 
postage. "They have to pay for gas and 
material and all. Let's face it, tho cost of 
everything else Is going up," she said. 


OTHERS DISPUTED tho cost, how- 


ever. Cathy Olson of 1413 S. Wolf Rd., 
Wheeling said while she had no problems 
with receiving mall, her letters often are 
not delivered within two days. "The cost 
is terrible," she added. 


Mrs. Fay BUhop, 2 Woodcrest St., Elk 


Grove Village, said she has had no prob- 
lems with tho postal service. "Tho mall 
is delivered by noon and tho bills just 
keep coming like they usually do." Sho 
pointed out that it takes more than tho 
post office's six-day standard to mail a 
package to Florida. But "tho service Is 
better than U used to be," she said. 


But Jim Smith, 149 Mohavc, Hoffman 


Estates, had another opinion. "I could go 
:n for hours. Tho service is lousy, lousy, 
lousy. Thero is too much congestion at 
Iho post office. This Is ridiculous. You 
havo to wait just to got a stamp." Ho 
also objected to the size of tho Hoffman 
Estates Post Office, which ho said Is 
only half as big as one in tho smaller 
community of Hostile. 


"Lousy" was also the word Ted 


Grange of 1030 Huntlngton, Hoffman Es- 
tates, used to describe mall service. 


"It takes too long for mall to como 


through. U takes eight days to get a let- 
ter here from Detroit," ho sold. By post- 
al service standards mall from Detroit 
should bo delivered two days after it Is 
mailed. 


Ono Schaumburg resident termed ser- 


vice there as "fairly good, not excellent, 
but then I haven't found one yet that Is." 


Mrs. Mary Welch, 41 Evergreen St. 


and Marlcno Erich 778 Tonne, both of 
Elk Grova Village, called the scrvlco they 
receive from the post office "fine." 


BUT MILS. CAROL Ralmcr, 1069 Han- 


cock Dr., Hoffman Estates, said she of- 
ten gets mall Intended for others at dif- 
ferent addresses. Sho said Saturday lines 
at her local post office are "impossible," 
and described mall service as "a little 
slow." 


Mrs. James Cronln of 2120 Hasscll, 


Hoffman Estates had a mixed opinion. 
"It's good and it's lousy. When a female 
carrier delivers tho mall It gets done be- 
fore noon; If It's a mole carrier it's not 
done till afternoon," she said. She also 
complained tho post office lost much of 


her forwarded mall when sho moved 
recently. 


Rudolph Graff, 1316 Chester, Park 


Ridge, said his regular carrier docs "a 
good job," but substitutes "tend to be 
less conscientious" and put mail between 
•the doors rather than In tho mail slot. 
"They seem to deliver when they feel like 
It. Every once In awhile, mall, mainly 
magazines, that should como on Monday 
como on Tuesday or Wednesday or even 
Thursday," ho said.

Tho praise camx from Carol Burr 


mclster of Easy Travel Service Inc., 573 
Landmcler Rd., Elk Grove Village. "Wo 
get our mall at 10 a.m. and tho mailman 
picks up our outgoing mall for us," sho 
said. Her company also gets an after- 
noon delivery and sho has "no com- 
plaint," sho said. 


But Mrs. Irma Paslck, owner of a sec- 


retarial service at 148 Basswood, Elk 
Grove Village, was less enthusiastic. 
"They keep raising their rates nnd the 
service Is lousier," she said. 


"For me to send a letter from Elk 


Grove Village to downtown Chicago 
takes six days. I got a package from the 
Hyatt House mailed out of tho downtown 
post office. It took six days. It takes a 
week for letters to get to Wisconsin," sho 
said. 


Barbara Hcnson, at tho Elk Grove Vil- 


lage Insurance Agency, 2620 E. Hlgglns 
Rd., said she is dissatisfied with the mall 
service. "It's below average service. Wo 
pick our mail up so wo can get it early. 
Otherwise it's noon before we get our 
mall. Sometimes it takes three days to 
get out mall to Chicago," she said. 


At Robert Hall Clothes, 1110 Roscllo 


Rd., Hoffman Estacs, paychecks arc usu- 
ally late because of delayed mail deliv- 
eries, according to Frank Corrlgan, store 
manager. 


The store Is also hurt because it often 


doesn't receive notices of sales which 
como from the company's New York City 
office as soon as they should, he said. "It 
hurts sales because we don't know what 
will bo on sale," ho said. 


I1V CONTRAST the head of tho mail 


room for Borg-Warner Research Center 
in DCS Plaines said mail service is "pret- 
ty good" and that there has been no no- 
ticeable change since the new postal ser- 
vice was formed. 


Miko Rcsnack, owner of Muench Drugs 


in DCS Plaines said he also hadn't seen 
much change in mail service. "It seems 
'like first class mall is getting a little 
slower," he said, while admitting he has 
no specific experience to prove his belief. 


Gory Ellis at Hunter Automated, 2222 


Hammond, Schaumburg, said he has had 
problems with the postal service ever 
since Hunter established at its present 
location hi 1968. 


"From Aurora or Chicago it will toko 


as long as eight days for a letter to get 
through," he sold. The company gets its 
mail between 1 and 2-p.m. usually and 
must have shipments to the post'office 
by 3:30 p.m. to get it out for the next 
day, leaving the company only one hour 
to get its business done for the day. 


"Each day lost hurts," he sold, adding 


that the company ends up with lots of 
unhappy customers because they get 
their ports late. 


Ellis sold Hunter tried picking up the 


mail from the post office but that has not 
worked out cither. "We've run up against 
a dead end," he said. 


MARIAN SHUTTY, secretary to attor- 


ney Edwin H. Shapiro, with offices at 83 
Weathersficld . Common, Schaumburg, 
said they had few problems with mail 
service. 


James Brazzale, store manager at Sny- 


dcr's Drugs, 1445 W. Schaumburg Rd., 
Schaumburg, said he has no complaints 
with mall service.

But Nick Flocco, store manager at 


Snydcr's Drugs, 32 Golf Rose Shopping 
Center, Hoffman Estates, said the ser- 
vice there is "slow and erratic." "Some- 
times we get receipts from three to four 
days postmarked on the same day," he 
said. 


Advertising flyers for the store are 


mailed from Detroit, he said. They are 
contracted to go out on the same date 
but sometimes they are delivered as 
much as two weeks opart, he said. 


"This hurts business because custom- 


ers don't get a fair chance to pur- 
chase tho sales items," ho said. "It 
seems Hoffman Estates is notorious for 
poor service," he sold adding he believes 
It does no good to go in and complain to 
the post office.

The sectional center, n huge warehouse, is currently In tho 


middle of a major construction project to Install conveyer 
belts and replace the current system of wheeling the mail 
around in carts. 


In the warehouse, which serves the 108 post offices and the 


73 stations and branches In the north suburban area, 1,600 
employes work on three shifts sorting mail passing cither In 
or out of the northwest suburbs. The center also handles all 
mall coming into the state from the other states — sorting it 
for delivery In the north suburbs or sending it on to one of the 
three other sectional centers serving metropolitan Chicago. 


Sectional Center Manager Stanley Rakowski says about 400 


of the employes arc on flexible schedules so that they can 
work longer hours If there is a heavy volume of mail or 
shorter hours if the mail is light. On an average day 3'A 
million pieces of moil move through the center. 


TUB GOAL OF THE center is for first class mail to be in 


and out of the center, sorted for its destination within four 
hours. Bulk mail is not supposed to spend more than 21 hours 
in the center. 


Just as local post office workers will tell you the problem 


with your lost or delayed moll is not caused at the local post 
office, Rakowski and others at the sectional center talk with , 
pride about the way moll moves in and out of the sectional 
center on one of 300 truck trips per day. 


Right now some outgoing mall is sorted in Northwest subur- 


ban post offices before going to the sectional center. Much of 
the mall Is cancelled locally with the name of the town — 
except for Elk Grove Village mail which is virtually all can- 


celled at the sectional center. But the direction toward more 
mechanization will eventually mean local post offices will 
sort little mail other than that to be delivered to local ad- 
dresses. 


About the only mail which won't travel out of the commu- 


nity is that deposited in a special slot in the local post office 
for delivery in the same town, Rakowski says. 


THERE AKE currently no plans to put LSM's in local post 


offices because the volume of mall is not great enough to 
keep the machine occupied. 


Rakowski explained that the post offices in the communities 


on the outlying edges of the section and those in small com- 
munities do more hand sorting of outgoing mull because 
trucks do not stop there as frequently to collect mail as they 
do in post offices in close-in, larger suburbs. Little Crcston, 
for example, may have two or three pickups a day while a 
close-in suburb will have five or six, Rakowski explained. 


Postal officials estimate that 15 per cent of the tint class 


mail Is unmachinable and must continue to lie sorted by 
hand. Such things as small packages, bulky letters, mail with 
illegible addresses, envelopes larger than business size and 
unzipcoded mail moke up a majority of the unmachincable 
mail. 


SO FAR, POSTAL officials say every attempt is made to 


have handsorted mail move just as quickly as machine sorted 
mail. But at some point the fact that a person can sort to only 
80 bins at a time while a machine sorts to 277 can make a 
difference i how fast a letter moves. 


Mall sorted at the sectional center during the day and in 


the evening hours comes back to the local post offices for 
sorting by route in the early morning hours. 


EVEN SOME MAIL addressed locally travels to the 
postal service's sectional center In River Grove for auto- 


mated sorting. Postal officials say their delivery system 
is now 50 per cent mechanized nationwide. 


WHILI SOMI CUSTOMIRS complain about waiting In 
more efficient than having postal clerks standing at 


line at pott office counters, postal officials say lines are 
empty windows waiting for customers. 


What to expect 


Independent, reliable service-not miracles 


What can you legitimately expect 


In the way of service from the post 
office? 


People who expect nationwide 


overnight delivery of first class mail 
or to have postal employes standing 
nt empty windows waiting to serve 
people as soon as they walk Into the 
post office arc in for some dis- 
appointment for a long time to come. 


In setting goals of financial self- 


sufficiency and reliability of deliv- 
ery; the postal service has made 
some changes in its priorities. 


Angered by criticism of the postal 


service from tho public and from 
congressmen, Postmaster General 
Elmer T. Klassen recently said he 
was discouraged by the impatience 
of tho public. 


"What Congress passed was a 


piece of legislation, not a miracle," 
he said referring to the estab- 
lishment of the postal service three 
years ago to replace the old post of- 
fice department. 


"The problems we have today 


were not created in the last two or 
three years. They were generations 
in the making," Klassen said. 


WHAT CAN Northwest Suburban 


residents expect then, short of a mir- 
ncic? By the established standards of 
the postal service: 


• An airmail letter placed in an 


"airmail only" box should bo deliv- 
ered the next day nnywhcro within 
600 miles If you moil It before 4 p.m. 


• A first class letter mailed before 


5 p.m. should be delivered the next 
day in Chicago, any north or south 


suburb, the Rockford area, the Modi-. 
son, Wis. area, or the Gary, Ind. 
area. You have to mail the letter in a 
collection box where pickup is sched- 
uled between the time you mail your 
letter and 5 p.m. or so. 
. • A first class letter should be de- 
livered the second day if its destina- 
tion is within 600 miles. 


• The remainder of first class 


mall should make it anywhere in the 
continental United States by the third 
day after it is mailed. 


• Parcel post packages should be 


delivered overnight to Chicago and 
neighboring suburbs if you mail 
them before 5 p.m. 


• Parcel post should take no long- 


er than eight days anywhere in the 
continental U.S. 


YOU CAN also expect that half the 


time the service may be better than 
the standards above. At least 5 per 
cent of the time, the service will be 
worse. 


Delays arc caused by such vari- • 


ablcs as truck breakdowns, an occa- 
sional letter being left In an "empty" 
mailbag by a postal employe, a car- 
rier who picks up mail from a neigh- 
borhood collection box a little ahead 
of the schedule posted on the box 
thus missing your letter until tho 
next day, errors by people sorting 
mnll or mechanical errors by ma- 
chines, or any of a myriad of other 
unpredictable happenings. 


One problem which affected mall 


sorting at the sectional center 
serving the north suburbs recently 
was tho reaction of the machines to 


the one day reduction in electric volt- 
age. 


The machines reacted by skipping 


mail or Hy misdirecting some letters. 
The time it took to correct the prob- 
lem manually delayed some mail 
somewhat. 


BUT WHILE there arc always go- 


ing to be.some delayed or lost let- 
ters, there are things you can do to 
help make sure your mail survives 
its trip through the postal service 
with a minimum of problems. 


Among the things you can do arc: 
• Make sure you put the zip code 


directly after the name of the state 
on the address. Placing the zip code 
on a lower line may mean it will be 
unreadable when the letter goes 
through a Letter Sorting Machine. 


• Type the address, or print it in 


block letters so there will be no 
chance It will be difficult to read at a 
glance. 


• Mail the letter or package in a 


collection box where you arc sure it 
will be picked up before the cutoff 
times for overnight service. The best 
place is Inside the post office. Other- 
wise, at least look at the collection 
times on the box before you drop the 
letter in. 


• Deposit local mail in boxes or 


slots designated at the post office for 
local delivery. 


• Avoid using large or odd-shaped 


envelopes, unless they ore necessary. 


• Mail as early in the day as you 


possibly can. 


• Mail airmail items In white 


topped boxes, before 4 p.m.

Shirley and Bill Ryan are the principals of Willshire Real Estate. In starting their 


business they decided to try a new concept in the location of their office. Instead of 
the in-town, store-front location with the large sign and all the emphasis on walk-in 
business, they opted to situate their office in a newly-completed modern building in 
a somewhat out-of-the-way site. 


The results have been very much in line with their expectations from the inception. 


Customers have remarked that the office is most unusual for a real estate business 
and they were favorably impressed. 


However, since real estate is a "people" business, the business location is not the 


end of the service. During the last years Shirley has achieved the $1 million mark or 
more for four years running and is maintaining that record into 1974.

By this he meant that the 42 persons in that company to whom Shirley 
had sold homes were pleased with Willshire service and were willing to recommend 
the real estate firm to other prospective purchasers, friends, neighbors and 
co-workers. This is the kind of closeness, friendship and rapport that Shirley and Bill 
are striving for.

Trying to find n new homo In Ihc vast 


Chicago metropolitan nrcn n.1 quickly as 
paulblo can't be much fun for nn oiit-of- 
t(mniT. Hut If I ho stranger la being 
transferred hero by his company, chnn- 
ce.i arc Hint he can find a Rood house at 
thy right price In a suitable location In 
practically no time. 


What would seem la moil of us to bo n 


mind-boggling, ulcer-building task Is be- 
coming n pushover for transferees with 
the assistance of concerned employers 
and real estate professionals who spe- 
clallzo In corporate transfers. 


Mrs. Rno Drown, a vice president of 


Dalrd & Warner, Inc. contacted a num- 
ber of transferees who relocated to Chi- 
cago within Iho past year la sec how 
complicated the experience wns. Mrs. 
Drown helped establish Dalrd & Warn- 
er's pioneering RESET program (Real 
Estate Service for Employee Transfers) 
In 190.1. 


In addition to steering that expanding 


program In Chicago, she has become a 
national authority on employe transfers. 
Dnlrd & Warner wns instrumental In the 
formation of Inter-Comm. n nationwide 
relocation organization. Members of In- 
ter-Comm In do/ens of communities help 
find homes for people moving between 
thmc cities and towns. 


Nearly all the executives contacted are 


former homeowners. One third were 
making their first transfer, while the rest 
h.1d been transferred before, some as 
many as nine times. 


The new arrivals, who settled all 


across the Chicago area from Crystal 
Lako to Pnrk Forest, arc fairly young 
and on their way up with their com- 
panies. Os cr 60 per cent are under 40. 
Another 20 per cent are -to to 50. 


Half earn from $20,000 to $30,000 a 


jc.ir. Another fourth makes $15,000 to 
$20.000. Fifteen per cent earn from 
$30.000 to $-10,000 and two earn over 
$40,000. 


The average family size Is four per- 


sons. Dut one-third of the group has no 
children. One respondent with seven 
kids, another with five and one with four 
help stack the statistics. 


Possibly the most significant Informa- 


tion uncovered Is the relative caw with 
which corporate transferees today arc 
finding new homes and how quickly they 
lake possession. 


For 71 per cent, the search was over In 


n to 14 days; 24 per cent took 30 days. 
The longest hunt was 45 days. 


If that sounds like most of the buyers, 


anxious to get It over with, grabbed the 
first house that come along, It's no so, 
cautions Mrs. Drown. 


"In most cases the actual search Is 


preceded by nn extensive review of liter- 
ature about different communities, slide 
presentations, etc. provided by RESET. 
Most of our buyers looked at about eight 
homes. Quite n few visited from 12 to 30 
homes. One Inspected 50. And Inter- 
estingly, he wni not the respondent who 
said It look 45 days to make up his mind. 
He reached his decision In five days," 
she reported. 


Exactly two-thirds of the group said 


their new homes were ready when they 
moved to Chicago, while, the others had 
to stay In hotels and motels until tho 
homes were ready for occupancy. 


"Getting Into a new house quickly Is of 


extreme Importance, not just to the relo- 
cating family, but to their employer," 
pointed out Mrs. Drown. "They wont the 
move to lake place with tho least amount 
of wear and tear so that tho employe can 
concentrate his attention and energy to 
his new Job. Management also realizes

One facet of a positive experience Is, of 


course, economics. In terms of selling 
the old homestead and moving Into the 
generally higher-cost Chlcagoland hous- 
ing market, tho financial Impact was not 
unpleasant. 


Every transferee reported this his em- 


ployer paid his moving costs; 95 per cent 
were reimbursed for househunting ex- 
penses; K> pur cent did their house- 
hunting on company time; and slightly 


more than half tho group sold their em- 
ployers provided loans to help purchase 
their new Chlcagolnnd homes and also 
guaranteed purchase of their former 
liomo If tho cmployo was unablo to sell 
It. 


The departure was ns easy as tho ar- 


rival. One-third sold their homes in less 
than two weeks. Another third took up to 
10 months to dispose of their homes. In 
two cases homes were acquired by em- 
ployers for re-sale. 


Only one lost money on the sale of his 


former home. Practically everybody else 
gained — perhaps casing the Impact of 
the higher priced Chicago housing mar- 


ket — and a couple said they broke even. 


The main concern of these Chicago- 


bound transferees was to find a good 
house In a nice community. Tho other 
factors, in descending order of impor- 
t a n c c , were transportation, price, 
schools, churches, shopping, mortgage 
terms and taxes. 


The biggest surprise, apparently was 


the price of Chicago area homes. "But 
that doesn't surprise, us," noted Mrs. 
Brown. "As long as we have been in- 
volved in corporate transfers 
we've 


noted that price expectations have been 
unrealistic." 


For example, one-third of this group 


expected to pay $30,000 to $40,000; anoth- 
er third expected to pay from $40,000 to _ 
$60,000; and a third expected to pay from " 
$60,000 to $100,000. 


Actually, less than 20 per cent of the 


group paid below $40,000. About 39 per 
cent of the group shelled out from $43,900 
to $60,500 and nearly 43 per cent wound 
up paying between $63,500 to $110,000. 


On the whola, the new Chlcagoans are 


well satisfied with their new homes and 
the help they received from their em- 
ployers and real estate specialists like 
RESET and Balrd & Warner's 30 sales 
offices who are on the front line after 
Mrs. Brown docs her missionary work. 


Her mission is meeting with transferees 
and discussing in depth the housing and 
special characteristics of 100 Chicago 
suburbs. 


Their happiness can be measured a 


couple of ways; 3 out of 4 say they got 
better than average service from their 
real estate brokers; and 80 per ccr> fe*.-i 
their new homes arc better then o: as 
good as the ones they left behind. 


"But this Is one case where happiness 


Is not its own reward. Most of these 
people expect future transfers, and it is 
meaningful to employer and Realtor that 
moving to Chicago was not difficult for 
most," said Mrs. Brown.

Tivo sides disagree on renters' rights 


Tenant-landlord situation changing 


by Monica Wild* Perin 


Apartment tenants'With a gripo 


usually express their displeasure by 
withholding rent. It Is about the only 
weapon they have. 


Only trouble is, tenants who do 


that don't have a legal leg to stand 
on. They can quickly find themselves 
evicted — and. adding Insult to In- 
jury, they can still bo hold respon- 
sible for rent payments on the apart- 
ment they were kicked out of. 


Such a drama has been unfolding 


In an apartment complex In Seriatim- 
burg, where residents have been 
complaining bitterly of unfulfilled 
promises by tho management re- 
garding facilities In the complex. 


Tenants there complained to the 


management about Inoperative air 
conditioning, Inadequate security, 
hazardous windows and exhaust fans, 
and about being placed in temporary 
apartments, or being flooded out by 
broken water pipes and then placed 
in more expensive apartments. 


THEY WEItE PHOMISED that 


these problems would be remedied 
and were led to believe that the man- 
agomont would compensate them in 
the form of a rent reduction or re- 
bate. 


They wero wrong. One family re- 


ceived a carryout Chinese dinner, 
and another, a bottle of champagne, 
from the management. Unfortunate- 
ly, under Illinois law, recourse for 
these tenants is unclear and highly 
uncertain. The Chinese food and 
champagne could bo the best deal 
they can get. 


However, the landlord-tenant situ- 


ation appears to bo slowly changing, 
through court decisions and through 
legislative proposals based on a uni- 
form landlord-tenant act drawn up 
two years ago by the National Con- 
fcrcncc of Commissioners on Uni- 
form State Laws. 


In a nutshell, pro-tenant legislators 


arc seeking to legalize rent-withhold- 
ing as well as other remedies for ten- 
ants. And real estate Interests, who 
consider rent withholding totally 
unacceptable, are offering counter- 
proposals to provide some tenant 
rights white protecting certain land- 
lord prerogatives which they consid- 
er vital. 


AT LEAST FIVE states (Alaska, 


Arizona, Nebraska, Oregon, Vir- 
ginia) have already passed legisla- 
tion based on the uniform code, and 


17 others are presently considering 
such bills. Florida and Washington 
have also passed landlord-tenant re- 
forms. 


In the Illinois legislature a bill 


based on the uniform code was in- 
troduced last session by Rep. Joseph 
R. Lundy (D-Evanston), but It died 
In committee. Lundy expects to in- 
troduce the proposal again in the 
next legislature, where ho hopes "re- 
ception will be much more favor- 
able" duo to Democratic gains he an- 
ticipates in this fall's elections. 


Still, Lundy concedes, it will bo an 


uphill struggle because of strong, or- 
ganized opposition from real estate 
Interests and tho fact that the real 
. estate Industry Is "well represented 
among the legislators themselves." 


Very little support has material- 


ized to advocate tenants' rights, 
Lundy said. 


"MOST TENANTS don't know or 


don't care about such legislation." 
While some tenant organizations tes- 
tified in favor of his bill, "there has 
not been much Individual letter-writ- 
ing, and that's what is needed." 


"If a legislator receives 10 or 15 


letters from his tenant-constituents, 
then he begins to sit up and take no- 
tice." 


Lundy told The Herald that if his 


bill is not successful early in tho next 
session, ho plans to take some of the 
less controversial aspects and in- 
troduce them separately. 


Lundy's bill would abolish the 


"confession of judgment" clause by 
which a landlord can got a court 
judgment against a tenant for unpaid 
rent without a trial or notification of 
tho tenant. Critics say the clause is 
unnecessary since tho same ends can 
bo achieved through other legal 
procedures. 


THE CLAUSE WAS ruled poten- 


tially invalid by the Supremo Court 
In 1072, and has been abolished In at 
least 43 states. However, it is a stan- 
dard clause in tho Chicago Real Es- 
tate Board's lease. 


The Lundy bill would prohibit wniv- 


vcr of tenants' rights and waiver of 
landlord's liability, also standard in 
Chicago leases. 


The bill sets forth three obligations 


of tho landlord, including return of 
security deposits and maintenance of 
promises. It assigns six obligations 
to tenants, such as not deliberately 
damaging tho property and admit- 
ting tho landlord for repairs. 
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THE FINE PRINT in an apartment 
lease usually spells bad news for ten- 
ants. Reforms are being hammered 


Six provisions give tenants various 


remedies If terms of the 
rental 


agreement are breached. They may 
terminate the lease, or withold from 
the rent an amount reflecting the di- 
minished value of the premises, or 
the cost of repairs or services. 


LANDLORDS ARE given four rem- 


edies. If tenants fall to pay rent or 
to maintain the premises, landlords 
may sue for compliance or damages. 
They may also hold a tenant respon- 
sible for rent if he abandons the 
apartment. 


Clearly, a great. deal of com- 


promising seems certain before any 
landlord-tenant legislation is passed, 


out in the legislature, and some may 
pass next year. But rent withholding 
faces oposiHon from Realtors. 


since the Illinois Association of Real- 
tors (IAR) has its own bill. 


Draftsman of this legislation is 


William Lyman, an attorney and 
mortgage banker, who believes that 
the uniform code is "a sloppily 
written act — a disaster." 


Lyman, the IAR and the Chicago 


Real Estate Board say they support 
landlord-tenant reforms, but claim 
certain of the provisions called for in 
Lundy's bill would spell economic 
ruin for landlords and the end of 
multi-family rental property. 


They argue that landlords must be 


treated 'equitably, because if their 
ability to collect rent is eroded, they 


cannot pay the bills to maintain the 
facilities. 


"RENT. WITHHOLDING . . .will 


accelerate, not Impede, the rate of 
decline of our urban areas," Lyman 
wrote in the Chicago Real Estate 
Board's response to the uniform 
code. 


Advocates of rent withholding re- 


ply that there is no precedent prov- 
ing this theory, and that in states 
where such legislation has been 
passed, rent withholding has not had 
these results so far. 


Instead of rent withholding, the 


IAR bill gives tenants whose lease Is 
breached the right to terminate the 
lease and the right to recover dam- 
ages, including loss in rental value of 
the property, reasonable attorneys' 
fees and expenses incurred in mov- 
ing. 


In the case of non-repair of facil- 


ities, the bill provides for tenant 
remedy only if building codes are 
being violated. But what if the prob- 
lem doesn't happen to violate a build- 
Ing code? 


"The tenant should find out why 


the repair isn't being made," Lyman 
said. If no agreement can be 
reached, the tenant "should have the 
right to terminate the lease" rather 
than to have the repair done himself 
and deduct the cost from rent. 


"MOST REPAIRS COST more 


than a month's rent — which is why 
•repairs are not getting done. The 
problem is that both parties (land- 
lord and tenant) are victims of eco- 
nomic problems." Lyman added that 
"tenants are in the worst position to 
get good repairs." 


On the question of security depos- 


its, Lyman believes they "should be 
returned promptly, unless there is 
damage or unpaid rent." He praised 
the new law calling for an Invoice on 
repairs when security deposits are 
withheld for that purpose, 
but 


termed interest on security deposits 
"frivolous." 


"Where will It come from? It 


comes from other tenants." 


Lyman also challenges the propos- 


als for eliminating waivers of rights 
and confession of judgment, as well 
as extension of landlord liability and 
other technical remedies awarded to 
tenants or taken away from land- 
lords. 


"In taking out any landlord re- 


medies," Lyman says, "the addition- 
al cost will be paid by other ten- 
ants." He conceded, however, that ' 
tho confession of judgment clause 
might be legally unnecessary, but de- 
clined to comment at this time on 
whether the IAR bill, or the new 
lease currently being drafted by the 
Chicago Real Estate Board, will 
eliminate the clause. Lyman Is chair- 
man of the Board's Lease Revision' 
Committee. 


Little provision 
in Illinois law 
on tenant rights 


Chapter'80 of the Illinois Revised 


Statutes, covering landlord-tenant 
relationships, contains 101 para- 
graphs — less than six of them deal- 
ing with tenant rights. Those provi- 
sions make it Illegal for landlords to 
exempt themselves from liability re- 
sulting from negligence, to terminate 
a lease because a tenant complained 
to authorities about violations, or to 
prohibit children in a rental proper- 
ty.Recent amendments to the statute 
require landlords to provide an item- 
ized account of repair costs if any or 
all of the security deposit is being 
withheld, and in Chicago only, to pay 
interest on the deposit. Tenants also 
may deduct the cost of utilities from 
the rent if they were supposed to be 
paid by the landlord. 


According to William McNally, 


chairman of the Chicago Council of 
Lawyers' committee on housing, case 
law provides more potential re- 
course than the statutes. In 1972 the 
Illinois Supreme Court ruled that if a 
landlord falls to keep a premises sub- 
stantially habitable, the tenant can 
withhold from his rent an amount re- 
flecting the lost value. But according 
to McNally, It is "difficult to apply" 
this ruling. 


McNally added that there is "a 


theory in law that if a rental contract 


' is broken, the landlord has to try to 


find new tenants and If he does, he 
has suffered no damages, but the 
courts usually don't enforce that, ei- 
ther."

Bag-making a family 
affair

For Mary Mortimer embroidery is a 


family affair. 


Mary and seven of her 11 children make 


bags, hats and fans of coconut palm 
leaves and embroider (hem with raffia to 
sell to the guests of a hotel on Paradise 
Island, — Nassau, Bahamas. Although 
Mary docs her work in raffia, the 
stitches are tho traditional ones taught in 
American crewel classes. 


Mary, a largo woman with a smile as 


sparkling as tho Island waters, learned 
this local art only 12 years ago. She 
taught the craft to her children, in- 
cluding her two boys. She has found a 
ready market with the souvenir-buying 
guests of the Floglcr Inn on Paradise Is- 
land. Now, sho creates her products In 
the thatchcd-roof shop in the hotel 
grounds, chatting with the guests and of- 
fering Informal Instruction. 


FOIt THOSE WHO would like to deco- 


rate plain straw bags with island motifs, 
Mary suggests buying plastic raffia, 
which Is easier lo work with than the 
natural product. A largo tapestry needle, 
with a blunt end, is preferred. 


To start, sketch your design lightly 


with pencil on the bag, using a glass or 
small saucer to trace tho circles. Work 
the large motifs first, then fill In with 
the smaller stitches. 


To make the sunflowers, work through 


tho center of the circle to tho outside 
edges, using tho raffia double. The leaves 
are done in tho classic leaf stitch, start- 
Ing with tho longest itiich In tho middle, 


EMBROIDERY in raffia for straw bags from the Carib- 
bean Is based upon traditional crawel stitches. Shown 
are the sunflower, the leaf, tho corss and the French 
knot. 


and working in shorter stitches down the 
sides. 


The roses are simple French knots and 


are done to fill in tho spaces between the 
larger leaf and sunflower designs. 


A CROSS STITCH will serve beau- 


tifully as a border design. An elongated 


cross stitch Is used for a small leaf. 


With a plain straw bag, a bag of raffia 


and a little know-how, you can fool your 
friends into thinking you've enjoyed an 
exotic island vacation. And isn't that 
worth a little effort?

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Teens and alcoholic parents 


by GAY PAULEY 


Memo to teen-agers: if your parent is 


an alcoholic, you are not alone. About 20 
million children including teen-agers in 
the United States live with an alcoholic 
parent or parents. 


Of the estimated 9 million alcoholics in 


this country, most are adults in their 
middle years with families whose lives 
are filled with problems, fears and des- 
pair. 


What alcoholism and related problems 


cost the nation is in the billions — $25.3 
billion In 1971, the last year for which 
complete figures were available, the Na- 
tional Institute on Alcohol Abuse and Al- 
coholism reported recently. 


What it costs for the young alone can- 


not be measured. The alcoholic parent 
means scars of abuse, neglect, mis- 
treatment, confusion, 
embarrassment, 


problems at school, with jobs, uncertain- 
ty with their peers. 


HOW CAN THE teen-ager cope? One 


guideline is to seek outside guidance for 
"your difficulties will become less over- 
whelming if you can discuss your worries 
with a knowledgeable person outside 
your family," writes Edith Lynn Hornlk, 
who specializes in material for and about 
teen-agers. 


"You could talk to your family doctor, 


y o u r c l e r g y m a n , an Alcoholics 
Anonymous (AA) member, to someone 
from Al-Anon or Alatecn. They have the 
experience to help you learn how to deal 
with an alcoholic parent and how to sort 
out those worries you can solve and 
those you should leave to your parents.? 


Al-Anon and Alateen are outgrowths of 


the AA program and are designed to help 
those living with an alcoholic. 


Mrs. Hornlck, who's, done extensive 


v o l u n t e e r work in youth-oriented 
agencies, discusses the alcoholic In the 
family problem in "You and Your Alco- 
holic Parent," a new publication of the 
Public Affairs Committee, a non-profit 
educational organization with headquar- 


ters in New York. It is condensed from 
the author's book of the same title. 


THE AUTHOR questions, for instance, 


whether the teen should miss school or 
cancel a date to take care of an in- 
capacitated parent, who "may then feel 
free to drink because he or she is not 
really needed." 


In fact, she said, many a mother "has 


pulled herself together because her fami- 
ly needed her." 


She stresses that alcoholism is an ill- 


ness and that a teen-ager's reaction of 
throwing out the liquor in the house, for 
instance, is "a futile gesture. The prob- 
lem is within the person, not in the 
glass." 


In the form of questions and answers, 


Mrs. Hornlk makes these other points: 


• "When an alcoholic criticizes his 


children unfairly or even insults them 
"Inside he is suffering from self-hate and 
guilt . . . some parents know they are 
hurting their children, but'they don't 
know how to stop themselves." 


• Sometimes the best thing to do 


"when a parent is drinking excessively Is. 
to get out of the house. Go for a walk. Do. 
your homework In the' library. Visit a; 
good friend; go to a teen-age walk-In 
center, a community center, or become 
active in after school activities." 


• A teen-ager should not feel guilty if 


a parent drinks. "Every family expert-. 
ences some conflict or disagreement.; 
What weakens the drinking parent's abil- 
ity to handle day-to-day family stress is- 
the alcoholism itself." 
: 


• When an alcoholic parent Is con-: 


valescing, "try to keep family stress and; 
arguments out of the parent's way. You • 
cannot avoid disagreements but you can' 
minimize tensions brought on by argu-: 
ments."

Summer camp Is about over for this 


year, but watch (or further developments 
next spring. 


Parents may want to exorcise extra 


caution next year before sending the kid- 
dles off to camp, In light of tho recent 
disclosures concerning lack of safety 
standards. And hopefully they will have 
access to better Information by then. 


I havo been trying to prepare a report 


on tho situation, but the best I could 
como up with In tho way of Information 
was a copy of tho Health, Education and 
Welfare Department's (HEW) notorious 
$300,000 report. 


That's tho one that found out there 


were "at least 23 deaths and thousands 
of Injuries" In youth camps In 1073. 
And how did the authors arrive at those 
Incisive figures? They asked tho camp 
directors. Somo 3,340 directors troubled 
themselves to complete and return the 
questionnaires; tho other 4,500 Ignored 
them.

WISCONSIN RANKED with two other 


states having regulations covering "from 
50 to 75 per cent of recommended areas, 
criteria measurable In most areas." 


Indiana was in Group D, having regu- 


lations but "no criteria for compliance or 
not applicable to youth camps; would not 
protect youths in camp; regulate less 
than 25 per cent of recommended areas." 
This was tho largest category, contain- 
ing .10 states. 


Illinois' current rules and regulations 


for youth camps were signed by Joyce 
Lashof, director of public health, on 
March 21 of this year. The rules do not 
mention any enforcement procedures or 
penalties for violation, but in a provision 
for administrative hearings, give the 
hearing officer authority to "waive 
compliance with any of these rules." 


THE BILL ON which Congress held 


hearings this spring calls for HEW to de- 
velop and enforce federal safety stan- 
dards for youth camps. States would be 
able to administer their own standards 
upon approval by HEW. 


A state's plan would have to designate 


tho agency to be responsible for the 
regulations, and would have to provide 
for inspections of all camps once a year, 
as well as for enforcement of the regu- 
lations. 


The bill also authorizes HEW to make 


'grants to states to aid them In carrying 
out their own camp safety programs.

IN GROWING tomatoes, there are a 


few things all of us confront at one time 
or another. One common problem Is 
cracking of the tomato at tho stem end. 
This cracking radiates out around tho 
slwulder of tho tomato, sometimes ex- 
tending deep Into tho flesh. These cracks, 
like San Andres, develop slowly. They 
heal over, but they are a blemish to tho 
fruit. No blue ribbons here! Cracking 
does not make tho fruit inedible, only un- 
sightly. Cracking Is simply caused by too 
much rainfall combined with high tem- 
peratures that favor rapid growth. Under 
heavy rain, tho tomato skin splits. 


Hnvo you ever had tho dismay of 


reaching down among the "sheltering 
palms" for a tasty tomato, only to find It 
rotten on the bottom half? Wo call this

"blossom end" rot. The first sign of in- 
Jury la a brown discoloration near the 
bottom of the fruit. Those spots enlarge 
and darken until they may cover a third 
to a half of the tomato. As they enlarge, 
tho flesh shrinks and the surface of the 
tomato is sunken. The skin becomes 
black and leathery and rots. Tho root 
system becomes so damaged that the to- 
matoes do not receive sufficient mois- 
ture. 


THIS DISEASE MAY get half tho crop 


if dry weather sets in about the time tho 
tomatoes are half grown. Watering regu- 
larly and thoroughly during dry spells or 
using a straw mulch, peat moss, grass 
clippings or even tin foil will help min- 
imize losses duo to blossom-end rot. 


Cool weather (In the low 50s) can 


cause misshapen or scarred fruit. 


With tho problems of too mud) rain, 


too little rain, high temperatures, low 
temperatures, it's a wonder we can suc- 
cessfully grow any tomatoes at all! Still, 
nature has a way of Boeing us through — 
as we'll be witnessing by all the photos, 
reports, cards and letters about your big 
tomato!

Beat 2 egg yolks. Add 1 tablespoon 


lemon juice and 1 tablespoon dry sherry. 
Add to this a littlo of tho hot cream 
sauce. Now, stir egg mixture into the 
sauco and season with salt and a few 
dashes of cayenne pepper. 


Pour sauce over tho chicken and broc- 


coli and sprinkle top with 4 to K cup of 
grated Cheddar cheese, the sharper the 
better. Bake in preheated 37£degrec 
oven for 20 minutes. Serves 6. 


Mrs. Jeremiah Hynes 
Her garden has year 'round relish 


by LOIS SEILER 


There Is usually a little something ex- 


tra on the table that adds interest to Uie 
meals at the Jeremiah Hynes household 
In Des Plalnes. It might be Mary Anne 
Hynes' homemade Bread and gutter 
Pickles, her tasty Pepper Hash, an ap- 
pealing End of the Garden Relish or an 
assortment of all three on a relish tray. 


This mother of eight and grandmother 


of eighteen, cans.these Hems fat quantity 
each summer. Although time-consuming, 
Mary Anne calls it tor "fun thing" be- 
cause you can't bdy these delicacies at 
the store. Along with adding variety to 
meals, they are excellent for giving as 
gifts and can't be dujflicated elsewhere. 


This cook has been canning bread and 


butter pickles every year since 1040, at 
times making as many as eight gallons. 
The amount she makes is often deter- 
mined by the availability of tiny cucum- 
bers as well as her own mood. You can 
grow your own cucumbers, purchase 
them at vegetable stands or make a spe- 
cial request of your grocer, but they 
must be as small as possible — about the 
diameter of your little finger. 


Mary Anne picks a sunny day for this 


task, anfl^gets her sun tan by slicing the 
pickles paper thin at the picnic table in 
the back yard. Occasionally she has fol- 
lowed the sun completely'across the yard 
before she finished, placing the sliced 
pickles' into" a crock of ice. She assures 
homemakers they will be amply repaid 
by this seemingly tedious task in the 
quality of the finished product. 


Onions and sweet red peppers are also 


sliced as'thin as possible and added to a 
brine along with the sliced cucumbers. 
Later pie • vegetables are drained and 
,added io\a mild vinegar syrup that is 
scalded;, but, not boiled. Turned into hot 
scalded jars and sealed, the pickles are 
best If they stand for a few weeks for the 
real flavor to come through. 


The pickles look pretty with bits of red 


pepper among the green, and taste de- 
licious on cold ham'or chicken sand- 
wiches. They have a gentle sweet and. 
mild flavor which is appetizing when 
used as a garnish for a vegetable or 
chicken salad. Her four children still liv-, 
ing at home love them as an after-school 
snack.; 
No cooking is involved with the pepper 


hash that calls for both red and green 
peppers, along with tomatoes, onions, 
celery and horseradish root. The vege- 
tables may be chopped In' a blender or a 
food grinder. They are combined with 
brown sugar, vinegar, salt, mustard seed 
and spices. Whenever possible, Mary 
Anne substitutes oil of cloves and cinna- 
mon for the powdered variety, using six 
drops of the liquid for one-half teaspoon 
of the ground, as the oil does not discolor 
the ingredients. 


She says the hash mellows beautifully, 


the spices are subtle, and It has a flavor , 
that is both sweet and sharp. It adds a 
good tang to hot dogs and hamburgers, 
tastes delicious with lamb and' may be' 
brushed onto , grilled chicken'as you 
would a barbecue sauce. 
, 
- 


End of the Garden Relish is excellent 


for utilizing the green tomatoes left.OB 
the vine in late summer that will never 
ripen. They are combined with cabbage, 
onions, green and red- peppers — all 
chopped. Salted and left to stand over- 
night, the vegetables' are combined with 
a vinegar-sugar mixture seasoned with 
celery seed and mustard seed. A favorite 
of Mary Anne's husband Jerry, the relish 
is spicy and sharp and tastes good with 
fish — especially turbot. 


A fruit cellar comes in handy for stor- 


ing Mary Anne's canned products which 
the family enjoys year 'round. 


TINY BREAD AND 


BUTTER PICKLES 


1 gallon small cucumbers, 


3 to 4 Inches in length 


8 small white onions 
2 sweet red peppers 
V4 cup salt 


Select tiny, crisp, fresh pickles, about 


the size of your little finger. Wash in cold 
water; do not pare. With a very sharp 
knife, slice crosswise into paper thin 
slices. Slice the onions very thin and cut 
the peppers into thin shreds. 


Place in crock; mix vegetables with 


salt. Bury about two trays of ice'cubes 
into the mixture. Cover with weighted Ud 
and let stand for three hours. 


Meanwhile, make the following pick- 


ling syrup: 
5 cups sugar 
5 cups white vinegar 


1 teaspoon turmeric 
5 or 6 drops oil of cloves 
2 tablespoons mustard seed 
1 tablespoon celery seed 


Mix the ingredients together In a soup 


kettle; Drain vegetables but do not rinse. 
Add to cold syrup. Place over low beat 
and paddle occasionally with a wooden 
spoon. Heat to.scalding, but do not'boil. 
Put into hot, scalded jars and "seal. 
Yield: about 8 pints or 16 half pints. Best 
to let stand a few weeks for the flavors 
to mellow, although they may be eaten

However, new that the nectarines 
are tumbling from the California trees 
into markets around the country, try 
them as tasty companions for juicy pork 
chops. Simmer pork chops briefly in a 
rich chutney sauce. When chops are done 
push to one side of the pan and place 
sliced nectarines, 'cut-sides down, in the 
sauce. Simmer for a minute or two to 
heat this luscious fruit quickly. Necta- 
rines add color and flavor to such a meal 
and also may substitute for a starchy 
vegetable for those who are diet-con- 
scious.

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Home canning extends tomato season 


Whether you grow your own or buy 


them from a nearby farm, lako advan- 
tage of the seasonal tomato crop by put* 


. ting up borne to enjoy long after the sea- 


son has vanished. 


Depending on the size of your crop, 


you may clxxwo to can a variety of to- 
mato products or limit your canning to 
one or two specialties. You will need big 
jars for juice and smaller ones for to- 
mdto sauce, puree or catsup. They aro 
all canned by tho same'method. While 
most vegetables must be processed In a 
pressure canncr, tomatoes (botanlcally 
considered fruit) are processed like fruit 
In a boiling-water bath. Any deep kettle 
will work, but modestly-priced, water- 
bath cannors are readily available. They 
come with a rack designed to keep the 
Jan separated and away from tho bot- 
tom of the canner and are deep enough 
for tho water to cover the jars and ac- 
tively bolt. 


A food mill makes quick work of can- 


ning tomato juice. Simply cut out tho 
stems and white com from the washed 
tomatoes, then cook the unpceled tomato 
pieces until soft. Strain them through a 
food mill or force through a seive. If you 
plan to can whole tomatoes, you'll need 
this same julco to fill In-the spaces 
around tho tomatoes. The same juice 
also becomes tomato pureo when it Is 
reduced and consequently thickened. You 
can put up tomato pureo as Is or season 
It using one teaspoon salt for each quart 
of puree. Tomato puree becomes tomato 
sauce when you cook onions, celery, 
green or red sweet pepper along with tho 
tomatoes and add extra seasonings to 
taste. After straining the tomato vege- 
table mixture, It is again cooked to a 
sauce consistency. 


Still another tomato specialty that is 


fun to make Is tomato catsup. Hero 
again tho tomato and seasonings are 
cooked then food-mill strained. For tho 
desirable sweet-sour taste, add vinegar, 


sugar and spices and cook to thicken 
similar to catsup but cook to a thinner 
consistency and you've made your own 
barbecue sauce. 


In tho past, canning Instructions for 


catsup, along with relishes and pickles, 
seldom colled for processing. The hot 
food was put Into sterilized jars and 
scaled. Now, however, It is recommend- 
ed that all pickles, relishes and add type 
mixtures such as catsup be heat-pro- 
cessed to destroy organisms that cause 
spoilage and to Inactivate enzymes that 
may alter color, flavor and texture. 


Given hero are recipes for canning to- 


mato julco and for making tomato catsup 
using glass jars and two-piece metal 
caps. For additional recipes and direc- 
tions for other type closures, check the 
excellent booklets published.by the man- 
ufacturers of canning jars. Check also 
government, library and bookstore offer- 
ings. Some public libraries carry certain 
government publications for sale and 
your county extension agent should be 
able to help. Look particularly for the 
USDA Home and Garden Bulletin No. 8 
on "Homo Canning of Fruits and Vege- 
tables." Or order it direct from the Su- 
perintendent of Documents, U.S. Govern- 
ment Printing Office, Washington, D.C. 
20402. An excellent new book that covers 
all aspects of preserving food Is "Putting 
Food By" by Ruth Hertzberg, Beatrice 
Vaughn and Janet Greene, published by 
The Stephen Grecno Press Brattleboro, 
Vermont (380 pages, $3.95 -paperback, 
16.05 hardbound). The title a variation of 
"putting up" comes, according to the au- 
thors, from tho early nineteenth-century 
expression "put-by" meaning "to save 
something you can't use now, against the 
time when you'll need It." The book in- 
cludes safe, sound instructions docu- 
mented with sources, charts,'pictures 
and diagrams. For anyone intrigued with 
the idea of using old canning jars, the 
book also Includes detailed instructions 
on various types. 


Read directions first 


when home-canning food 


Before attempting any method of homo 


canning it's very important to carefully 
read and follow tho directions exactly. 
There aro simply no shortcuts for can- 
ning. Adequate heat treatment is the 
only safe procedure. .• 


When done properly home canned 


foods can bo an economical boon to tho 
family larder. However, low add foods 
such as meats, fish and common vege- 
tables require a temperature higher than 
boiling water for safe processing. Tho 
need for following tho Instruction manual 
or canning publications closely cannot be 
over-emphasized. 


The villain In the case of home canning 


is a'form of food poisoning called bot- 
ulism. Tho bacteria form when air gets 
Into tho jar — which, of course, should 
form a vacuum or perfect seal. 


One more word of caution. Watch for 


the signs of food spoilage. Bulging can 
ends, jar lids or rings, or a leak, spurting 
liquids, and off odor or mold. 


However, It's entirely possible for can- 


ned vegetables or meats to contain the 
poison-carrying botulism without show- 
Ing signs of spoilage. If there Is any 
doubt, dispose of the food so it will not be 
eaten by humans or animals. 


Although some recipes specify process- 


Ing of canned foods by the hot water bath 
method, tho safest way Is to use a pres- 
sure canncr (cooker). Follow the manu- 
facturer's Instructions for processing. 


A pressure saucepan can be used for 


canning If it has a gaugo that will main- 
tain 10 pounds of pressure, if it is tall 
enough so that steam can circulate 
around and over jars and If you add 20 
minutes to the processing times recom- 
mended for each vegetable. 


It's Important to do your homework bq- 


fore you begin homo canning. Tho Freez- 
ing and Canning Cookbook by the food

In all canning procedures, timing is 


important. Keep in mind that It takes 
plenty of time to bring a large kettle of 
water to a boll. Start beating the water 
before the product is ready to be put into 
the jars. As soon as the jars ore filled, 
the water in the canner should be boll- 
ing. Jan for filling should be hot and lids 
kept in hot water until they are ready to 
boused. 
' 


HOW TO CAN TOMATO JUICE 


For each .quart of tomato' juice, you 


will need 3 to 4 pounds, firm, juicy red- 
ripe tomatoes. Wash and rinse tomatoes; 
quarter and cut out white core and 
stems. Place tomatoes in a large sauce- 
pot and simmer over, low heat, stirring 
occasionally, just until soft. Do not add 
water; tomatoes should cook in their own 
juices. Spoon tomatoes in food mill 
placed over another saucepan or bowl. 
Strain through mill If desired, restrain 
through a very fine sieve. Measure juice 
into a kettle. Add 1 teaspoon salt for 
each quart of juice. (If desired, salt may 
be omitted.) Reheat juice just to the 
point of boiling. Pour the hot juice Into 
clean hot jars filling to within % inch of 
the top. Wipe rim and threads of jar with 
a clean, hot cloth. If using two-piece met- 
al caps, put lid on with red rubber seal- 
ing compound next to jar. Screw band 
down evenly and tight Place the. jars on 
the canning rack and lower them into the 
kettle of boiling water. If the water does 
not cover the jars at least one Inch above 
the tops, add boiling water. Start coun- 
ting processing time as soon as the water 
in the canner comes to a full rolling boil. 
Cover and process 10 minutes. Remove 
jars from canner and if type of closure 
requires it, complete seal (two part met- 
al caps do not require additional sealing 
after processing). Set jars two or three 
inches apart on about three thicknesses 
of cloth and let cool, away from drafts, 
12 to 24 hours. If jars are sealed with 
two-piece metal caps, remove metal 
bands (reserve for re-use); if dome is 
down or stays down when pressed, jar is 
sealed. Or test for seal, depending on 
type of jar used. Store in cool dry place.

8 pounds tomatoes

Spoon a small amount of the • 
tomato mixture into food .mill placed 
over a bowl; strain. Continue until all 
mlxutre has been strained,"'discarding. 
pulp in mill. As bowl fills with juice, 
pour juice into another container. Rinse 
kettle and pour 'juice into it Note depth 
of the juice, then cook over medium to 
high heat until juice has reduced about 
one-half. Tie pickling spices and cinna- 
mon stick in a small piece of cheese 
cloth. Add to tomato mixture. Add sugar, 
salt, vinegar and paprika. Cook over low 
heat, stirring often to prevent sticking, 
until thick, about 1 hour. Pour boiling-hot 
catsup into clean hot canning jars filling 
to within 1/8 inch of the top. 


Wipe runs and threads of jar with a 


clean, hot cloth. If using two-piece metal 
caps, put lid on with red rubber sealing 
compound next to jar. Screw band down 
evenly and tight. Place the jars on the 
canning rack and lower them into the 
kettle of boiling water. If water does not- 
cover the jars at least one inch above the 
tops, add boiling water. Start counting 
processing time as soon as the water in 
the canner 'comes to a full rolling boll. 
Cover and process 5 minutes. Remove 
jars from canner and if type of closure 
requires it, complete seal (two part met- 
al caps do not'require additional sealing 
after processing). Set jars two or three 
inches apart on about three thicknesses 
of cloth and let cool, away from drafts, 
12 to 24 hours. If jars are sealed with 
two-piece metal caps, remove metal 
bands (reserve for re-use); if dome is 
down or stays down when pressed, jar is 
sealed.

recipes come from my mother, who no 
longer gardens but gladly shares her se- 
crets.

basement were well stocked with fruits 
and vegetables. 


Hero is her recipe for freezing corn,. 


which by far surpasses any commercial 
variety available: 


Wash corn and cut kernels from cobs. 


Place four cups cut corn in a large pan. 
Add two tablespoons sugar, one teaspoon 
salt, and one cup water. Bring to a boil 
over medium heat Cool by placing pan 
in ice water. Package in freezer contain- 
ers, seal and date before freezing.

for a revival. There'* still time to Join 
the frugal crowd and Mart canning, 
freezing, pickling and making Jams and 
jollies. Lato summer and early autumn 
harvests bring special flavor treasures 
from gardens and orchards ami they can 
bo captured In jars or freezer packages 
to add zest to winter menus. 


Once you get going, It's an easy pro- 


cess, satisfying and, if you grow your 
own, can bo wise economy. But for best 
results, it's important to do It right ami 
uso the most up to date methods. Such 
Information is contained In the USDA 
Homo and Gardens Bulletins available 
from state extension services as well as 
In booklets from jar manufacturers. 


In addition, a new leaflet, "Putting 


Up," which contains a variety of special- 
ty recipes, Is recently off the press and 
may bo obtained from "Putting Up," 
P.O. Box N 307. Coventry, CT 06238. In- 
eluded in the leaflet arc canning and 
pickling syrups, freezing Instructions, 
recipes for Strawberry Freezer Jam, 
cooked Strawberry Jam and selected 
marmalades, conserves and relishes. 
'Two recipes from tho leaflet, Caron- 
zuto Relish and Apple Chutney, plus a 
recipe for Chill Sauce, are given. All of 
the recipes were developed In the Koro 
kitchens at Best Foods.

Fresh corn buffs can have their corn 


and eat. It, too. Take advantage of lower 
prices for fresh, local corn this summer 
by freezing corn for a multitude of cook- 
Ing uses during winter months. An 1m.- 
portanl tip to' remember is to sprinkle 
blanched, chilled oars of corn on all sides 
with a flavor enhancer such as Monoso- 
dlum Clutomato. This helps retain tho 
original fresh flavor of corn and works 
for other fresh vegetables you wont to 
freeze, too. Don't make this a big proj- 
ect. If you have more corn than you need 
for a meal, freeze tho remainder in 
small quanitles for later use. 


HOW TO FREEZE CORN 


Freeze ears of corn as soon as possible 


after purchasing or after picking them 
from tho garden. Work quickly. Have all 
equipment assembled and ready before 
beginning. 


nLANCIUNG 


•; Blanching, or scolding, Is necessary 
tor the highest quality frozen product. It 
helps retain flavor, texture, vitamins and 
color. Have a largo kettle hair-filled with 
water. Heat to a full rolling boll. Whllo 
water Is heating, remove husks and silks 
from corn. Trim ends. Place corn In a

loiv cost protein 


wiro basket, If available, and add to ra- 
pidly boiling water. Cover and begin tim- 
ing Immediately. Allow 4H minutes for 
corn that is to be cut off tho cob. Allow 8 
minutes for small or medium whole ears 
and 11 minutes for largo wholo cars. 
Then, remove corn from water and chill 
quickly. 


CHILLING 


Quick chilling Is Important to stop the 


cooking process. Fill a large pan or sink 
with water and ico cubes. If you have 
used a wire basket, remove it from the 
boiling water and plunge it with the corn 
into the ice water. Or, remove cars of 
corn with tongs and place in Ico water. 
Chill for about as long as the corn was 
blanched. 


PACKING OR FREEZING 


Corn on Cob: Place corn on cobs In a 


single layer on a tray or baking sheet. 
Sprinkle all sides with H teaspoon MSG 
for each four ears. Freeze. Then wrap 
freezer paper or heavy plastic bags and 
store in freezer. 


WHOLE KERNEL CORN 


To cut kernels from cob, stand corncob 


upright In shallow baking dish or large 
pic plate and cut down with sharp ktlfe. 
Cut off about % of kernel, then scrape off 
the rest with the back of knife. Add V* 
teaspoon flavor enhancer to each 2 cups 
of corn kernels and spoon into plastic 
bags or 1-pint freezer jars or containers. 
Seal and place in single layer in freezer 
to freeze quickly; then stack for storage! 


TO COOK FROZEN CORN 


Thaw corn on tho cob partially or com- 


pletely, then cook In boiling water for 3 
to 6 minutes. Sprinkle with additional fla- 
vor enhancer and serve immediately 
with butter or margarine and salt. To 
cook frozen whole kernel corn, place in 
saucepan and add about 1 tablespoon wa- 
ter and 1 to 2 tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine. Cook over moderately low heat, 
stirring occasionally, until corn is 
thawed and heated. Add V* teaspoon fla- 
vor enhancer and salt and pepper to 
taste.

Put the freeze on summer's finest 


Freezing is one of the simplest and 


least tlma-consumlng ways lo preserve 
summer's bounty of fresh vegetables. 
Tha natural color, fresh flavor and nutri- 
tive values of foods ara retained by this 
simple method of preservation. 


It is Important to select tho proper 


foods at (ho right stage of maturity. 
Vegetables, whether from your garden or 
a roadside stand, should be at tho stago 
when they would be used fresh. 


A general rule to follow for home 


freezing Is that vegetables lo bo served 
raw such as tomatoes, green onions, sal- 


ad greens, radishes and raw potatoes do 
not freeze well. In any case, it's impor- 
tant lo read carefully the manufacturer's 
instruction book that came with your 
freezer. 


Costs of owning and operating a home 


freezer vary with the rate of turnover of 
foods, electricity used, costs of packing 
materials, repair* and tho original cost 
of tho freezer. One of the most Important 
factors in tho economical use of the 
freezer is to make sure that all foods 
should bo used within a year and that 
freezer space is utilized wisely. Th« high- 
er tho rate of turnover, tho lower tho

cost per pound of frozen food. Operating 
costs per pound of food are less if the 
freezer Is kept at least three-fourths full 
at all times. 


IP YOU DON'T have a homo freezer, 


food can be frozen and stored for short 
periods in the freezer unit of the refrig- 
erator. However, since freezer con> 
pertinents cannot be kept at a constant 
temperature of zero degrees, food should 
be used within a month. 
Good quality food may become unaccep- 


table if improperly packaged. The pur- 
pose of packaging is to keep food from 
drying out and to preserve'food value, 
flavor, color and texture. Containers 
should bo easy to seal, waterproof 
against leakage, durable, and must not 
become brittle or cracked at low tern* 
peraturea. Most glass, metal, rigid plas- 
tic containers, bags, wrapping materials 
and waxed cartons made especially for 
freezing are satisfactory moisture-vapor- 
resistant. 


Ordinary waxed paper, thin wrapping 


foil and plastic bags are not acceptable 
for packaging. Nor should you use paper 
cartons from cottage cheese, tee cream 
or milk for freezing. 


CARE IN SEALING Is as Important as 


using the right container. Lids should be 
carefully pressed or screwed into posi- 
tion. 


When packing vegetables for the freez- 


er, remember to allow room for ex* 
pansion. During freezing, water expands 
about one-tenth of its volume which may 
result in breaking the seal, spillage and 
loss of moisture and flavor if the con- 
alners are filled to the top. For contain- 
ers with wide top openings, leave a head 
space of about one-half inch for pints, 
one inch for quarts when foods are pack- 
ed in liquids, or packed solidly such as 
squash or spinach. 


Vegetables packed without added liq- 


uid should be packed to half an inch 
from tops of all containers. 


Loosely packed vegetables such as 


peas may be packed to the top. 


FREEZE FOODS as soon as they are 


packed. Put them into the freezer a few 
packages at a time. Put no more food 
into a home freezer than will freeze with- 
in 24 hours. Usually this will be about (a 
rule of thumb) two or three pounds per 
cubic foot of freezer capacity. Freeze at 
zero degrees or below. For quick freez- 
ing, place packages against the coldest 
colls or walls and leave a little space 
between packages. Later move the pack- 
ages and restack close together (to con- 
serve space). Overloading stows down 
the rate of freezing, and foods that freeze 
too slowly may lose quality or spoil. 


It's important to label each package 


with the name of the contents and the 
date. Use a wide indelible marking pen 
on the package or a strip of freezer tape. 
Devise some sort of inventory sheet to 
help you keep track of what Is going in 
and out of the freezer. 


"The Freezing & Canning Cookbook" 


by the food editors of Farm Journal rec- 
ommend that vegetables be scalded be- 
fore freezing. Scalding or blanching pre- 
vents loss of flavor, toughening, retains 
vitamins, increases potential storage 
time in the freezer and results In prod* 
ucts of superior quality. Green vege- 
tables will hve a brighter color when 
scalded, and the heat win shrink vege- 
tables slightly so they handle more easily 
and conserve freezer space. Scalding 
also removes objectionable odors and bit- 
ter flavors from some vegetables. 


THE FOLLOWING method for scald- 


Ing is from "The Freezing & Canning 
Cookbook": 


Place water hi a large aluminum, 


stainless steel or enamelware kettle with 
cover. Use at least 1 gallon water to 1 
pint vegetables. Bring the water to a full 
rolling boll. 


Put the prepared vegetable In a wire 


basket (a covered one is excellent) or 
loosely in a cheesecloth bag and sub- 
merge in boiling water. Start counting 
time Immediately. The time is so impor- 
tant in scolding that a timer is recom- 
mended. Keep the heat high, kettle cov- 
ered and the water boiling. A practical 
test for sufficient scalding is to cut a few 
pieces of the product to see if it has been 
heated to the center. Beans with green 
and yellow pods will bend without break- 
ing if scalded long enough. 


BUT AVOID over-scalding; it results 


in soft textures, destroys vitamins and 
nutrients and produces inferior flavors. 
Use the same water several times if you 


wish, but add more from time to time to 
keep it at the proper level throughout the 
scalding process. 


Chill quickly: Plunge basket or cloth" 


bag of scalded vegetables into cold run- 
ning water or ice water immediately (I 
pound Ice per 1 pound vegetables). Rapid 
chilling checks the cooking, saves nutri- 
ents and helps make for top quality. 


A practical test for sufficient chilling is 


to bite into a few pieces. If they feel cold 
to the tongue, drain the vegetable In a' 
colander or wire basket and pack. 
' 


"The Freezing and Canning Cookbook" 


offers the following directions for freez- 
ing common vegetables: 


GREEN AND YELLOW BEANS 


Select young, tender beans that snap 


when broken and that have small, tender 
seeds. Wash in cold running water, dis- 
carding blemished and poor-color beans. 
Snip off tips and sort for size. Cut or 
•break beans into 1H inch pieces or leave 
small beans whole: 


Scald 3tt minutes. Chill to cold or ice 


water. Drain, package, freeze. 


BROCCOLI 


Remove tough leaves and woody 


stalks. Cut stalks lengthwise into pieces 
so flowerets are not more than 1% inches 
across. It may be necessary to soak 30 
minutes in oatt water (V« cup salt to 1 
quart water) to remove insects. Rinse 
before scalding. 


Scald 4 minutes. Cool at once; drain. 


Pack into containers, leaving no bead 
space. Seal, label and freeze. 


CAULIFLOWER 


Wash well-formed, compact white 


beads. Slit heads into pieces about 1 inch 
in diameter. 'If necessary, soak in. salt 
water for 30 minutes to drive out insects. 
Rinse in cold water and drain. 


Scald 4 minutes. Chill, drain, package 


and freeze. 


GREEN PEAS 


Shell peas. Heat in boiling water 1 min- 


ute. Cool at once, drain. Pack into con- 
tainers, leaving Vi inch head space. Seal 
label and freeze. 


SUMMER SQUASH 


(Crookneck, Zucchini, and Straightneck) 
Pick when small, 5 to 7 inches long, 


and while rind is tender and seeds are 
small. Wash, but do not peel. Cut in 
pieces not more than IH-inch thick. 


Scald three minutes for Vi-inch slices, 8 


minutes for 1%-inch slices. Chill, drain, 
package and freeze.

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Lake County panel urges fewer units 
Village turns down request 
to cut development density 


Buffalo Grove officials hovo turned 


down a request by Lake County to lower 
the densities of the Winston Square and 
Arrowhead West developments. 


The Lake County Plats Committee 


recently considered tho two projects, but 
refused to act on them until the village 
considered Its request. In a letter to tho 
village, Cranston Byrd, chief of the cur- 
rent planning division, said tho com- 
mitlco thinks the densities of both proj- 
ects is loo high. 


The village board this week considered 


the request, but trustees said they would 
not consider altering tho previously ap- 
proved plan. 


VIU.AGK PUKS. Gary Armstrong 


said he doubts tho vlllngo has tho legal 
right to require tho developers to lower 
the densities since the projects already 
wcro given final approval. 


Even if tho village could require the 


densities to bo lowered, Armstrong said 


he would oppose the county's request. "I 
think the village is capable of planning 
its own community without the county's 
help," he said. 


Village Atty. Richard Raysa said the 


county has no legal authority to regulate 
the densities within a municipality. The 
county only has that right in unincorpo- 
rated areas, he said. 


Byrd said last week If tho village re- 


jected the county's request, the plats 
committee probably would have no 
choice but to sign the plats for the two 
developments. Ho would not speculate, 
however, on whether the committee 
would take further action in an attempt 
to delay construction. 


TUB ARROWHEAD WEST project Is 


to be constructed by the Chesterfield De- 
velopment Corp. on 27 acres at the north- 
cast corner of Arlington Heights and 
Lake-Cook roads. The plan calls for 284 
townhousos, about 10.5 units to the acre. 


Top public servants named

the execution of duties, ability to adapt 
to a new situation, initiation of new 


ideas, extra training beyond what is re- 
quired and self-initiated study and re- 
search related to tho function of the de- 
partment. 


Wcnckebach, 30, Joined the Buffalo 


Grove Police Department on June 2, 
1970, and since that time has received a 
departmental commendation and letter 
of appreciation. Ho is currently working 
toward a degree in law enforcement at 
Harper College. 


Rodcwald, 54, joined the Long Grove 


Fire Department In December, 1D39. The 
Long Grove department serves tho Lake 
County section of Buffalo Grove. 


The Winston Square development is 


planned by Centex Homes Corp. for 57 
acres cast of Wciland Road, north of the 
Lake-Cook county line. It will consist of 
420 townhouscs and single-family homes, 
about 7.3 units to the acre. 


Fred Hillman, executive vice president 


of Chesterfield and Morton Kaplan, an 
attorney for Centex, said they are op- 
posed to lowering the densities of their 
firm's developments. Both agreed with 
the village, saying the matter docs not 
fall within the jurisdiction of the county. 


Hillman said If the county attempts to 


force his firm to reduce the number of 
units in Arrowhead West, he will consid- 
er taking the matter to court. 


TRUSTEE JAMES SHIRLEY said he 


docs not understand why the county re- 
quested lower densities on the two vil- 
lage projects when it already has ap- 
proved county projects with higher den- 
sities. 


Both Arrowhead West and Winston 


Square have lower densities than the 
Centex Winston Park North development 
which was approved by Lake County sev- 
eral months ago and is now under con- 
struction. 


That development Is directly north of 


Chevy Chase Country Club and will con- 
sist of 940 units on 86 acres, or about 11 
units to tho acre. The village board 
turned down that development early this 
year and the developer then decided to 
build It under county zoning. 


The village will send a letter to Lake 


C o u n t y "respectfully declining" its 
request for lower densities on the two 
developments. Armstrong sold, however, 
he will meet with county officials in the 
near future so ho con get their response 
to future developments that will be built 
in the village. 


Real estate tax payments 
'tentatively' due Sept. 16 


Cook County real estate tax payments 


are "tentatively" due Sept. 16, county of- 
ficials announced Wednesday. 


Most Northwest suburban property 


owners will receive tax bills within 10 
days, according to a schedule set by 
County Clerk Stanley Kuspcr. 


Announcement of tax rates and mall- 


Ing of tax bills began in Maine and 9 
other townships Wednesday. Release of 
tax rates for 10 additional townships is 
expected Friday and final township fig- 
ures, Including those for Wheeling, 
Schaumburg, Elk Grovo and Palatine 
townships, will be announced Monday, 
Kuspcr said. 


"With this program concluded, bills 


will bo In the mall on time to meet tho 
Sept. IS penalty date," Kuspcr said at a 
morning press conference. 


BUT. OFFICIALS in County Treasurer 


Bernard Konen's office warned that 
Sept. 16 is "tentative." 


"Things could change. Wo still have 20 


townships to go," Deputy Treasurer Wai- 
ter Conrad said. "If they don't get tho 
rates to u* quickly we may not get the 
bills out In time for that date. There's a 


possibility wo will be done, according to 
their (Kuspcr's office) schedule." 


State law requires that all bills must 


be mailed at least 30 days before a pen- 
alty date Is set. If the bills are not 
mailed by Aug. 16, Conrad said the dead- 
line will be "set back a day or two. 


"Bills definitely will be duo sometime 


that week," ho said. 


PLANNED DEADLINE for payment of 


second-installment real estate taxes was 
Aug. 1. But, controversy over the state- 
certified assessment multiplier delayed 
computation of tax rates, county officials 
have said. 


Kuspcr estimated that tax bodies will 


save |3 million In Interest on tax antici- 
pation warrants because the deadline 
will bo mid-September, not Oct. 1. Esti- 
mated tax anticipation Interest through- 
out tho county is about $6 million a 
month, he said. 


Tho official deadline for payment may 


bo Sept. IS, a Sunday, Kuspcr said. Kor- 
zcn then would accept payments through 
Sept. 18, he added. 


"We were able to accomplish this by 


working nights and weekends, M (hat we 


could adhere to the Sept. 15 penalty date, 
rather than the Oct. 1 date that for a 
while seemed inevitable," Kuspor said. 
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HAND SORTING of mail will eventually be limited 
only to sorting by routes and by delivery order of 


mail. Outgoing mall Is now sorted sometimes by 
hand, but much of it is machine-sorted. 


It's getting better 


That's how Postal Service officials look at 
service since reorganization three years ago 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


The U.S. Postal Service has spent three years molding its 


giant bureaucracy into the Image of an efficient, independent 
corporation but has had less luck convincing Americans its 
mail service is really better. 


The agency says it has gone In its short lifetime from an 


almost exclusively hand-sorted mail system to a 50 per cent- 
mechanized system nationwide. It now claims overnight de- 
livery for 95 per cent of local first-class mail. Budgets have 
been tightened, productivity ratios are up and wages of postal 
workers are more on a par with private industry. 


But the postal service is still receiving criticism from all 


sides — for different reasons. 


Some complain because under the new system much mail is 


postmarked at areawide sectional centers and therefore isn't 
postmarked with the name of the town from where it was 
mailed. 


Others object to the post office eliminating many neighbor- 


hood collection boxes and reducing the number of collections 
from those boxes. 


Others object to the lines in post offices which the postal 


service says will have to continue if the system Is to break 
even financially. 


The criticism also comes because of what the postal service 


says is a small percentage of delayed delivery, rnisscnt and 
misdelivered mail. Although the percentage is small, the 
number is still very large in terms of actual packages or 
letters because of the volume of mail that goes through the 
post office each day. 


AT A RECENT day-long seminar in Chicago, postal service 


officials told businessmen about innovations in bulk mailings, 
guaranteed rapid mail delivery systems and machines that 
can actually read addresses on specially prepared business 
mail. 


But just where the Northwest suburbs fit into the postal 


service plans for new bulk mail centers and guaranteed "Ex- 
press Mail" Is a little bit harder to determine.

Tho rangers also have painted swing 
sets, blko racks ami other play- 
ground apparatus In various colon. 


To Illustrate the point, Cathy point- 


ed to her paint-splattered jeans and 
the park district T-shirt, saying she 
has gone through two pairs of jeans 
ami n pair of shorts during the sum- 
mer's work. 


Park Supt. David Phillips, how- 


ever, said tho ranger program has 
been more than u maintenance pro- 
gram. 


"Wo consider the program as In- 


formational to tho kids in tho com- 
munity as to what wo do," he said. 
Phillips noted that tho rangers havo 
been learning how much effort it 
takes to maintain tho park facilities, 
and Mid It Is therefore good public 
relations. 


In addition, the youngsters arc 


very visible to tho community as 
they travel from sito to site In tho 
park district's green truck. 


TUB PROGRAM HAS not been all

Whipple's psychologist 
certificate suspended

Cook County Schools Supt. Richard 


Martwick has suspended the school psy- 
chologist certificate of John Whlpplc, for- 
mer clinical director of Dwyer School in 
Arlington Heights. If the suspension 
stands, Whipplc could lose his job. 


Whipple has been accused of unprofes- 


sional conduct following charges of child 
abuse, Improper certification of some 
members of the staff at Dwyer, and un- 
professional activities by some of the 
staff In the presence of the children. The 
charges came from current and former 
teachers at the school for emotionally 
disturbed children. 


The charges against Whipplc also arc 


being Investigated by State's Alt. Ber- 
nard Carey's office, said Ralph Ber- 
kowitz, special assistant state's attorney. 
Berkowitz said Wednesday Whipple could 
receive a fine up to $500 and between 30 
days to six months in Jail on one of the 
charges, practicing psychology without a 
licence. 


THE SUSPENSION OF WhippJe's 


s c h o o l psychology certificate came 
Wednesday after an investigation of 
the charges by Martwick's office. The 
suspension is for one calendar year, ef- 
fective immediately. 


Whipple has a right to appeal the sus- 


pension to the State Teacher Certifica- 
tion Board within 10 days. If the appeal 
Is made, the suspension is delayed for up 
to CO days until the board conducts a 
hearing. The board, which is appointed 
by State School Supt. Michael Bakalis, 
may concur with Martwick or reinstate 
Whipple's certificate. If the board rules 
against Whipple he will no longer be able 
to work as a school psychologist in Illi- 
nois. 


Both Whipple and his attorney are out 


of town and could not be reached for 
comment. Martwick notified Whipplc of 
the suspension by registered mail. 


EDITH FREUND. president of the 


governing board of the Northwest Educa- 
t i o n a l Cooperative, which operates 
Dwyer School, saidd Wednesday the 
board has taken no position on Whipple's 
suspension. 
Mrs. Frcund said the governing board is 
carrying out its own investigation into 
the charges of improper operation at the 
school and will submit a report to Bak- 
alis today. 


MRS. FREUND said she also was noti- 


fied of the suspension of Whipple's cer-

tificate through a letter from Martwick.

They are: 
• Permitting or causing child abuse 


where handicapped children were exhib- 
ited to public view, physically thrown 
against the school wall, or paddled.

chologist by charging fees without a va- 
lid licence. 


• Instituting and operating personnel 


practices and procedure which are un- 
professional, abusing teachers by harass- 
ing them and threatening to give them a 
poor job reference. 


• Terminating the employment of cer- 


tified personnel, freezing their salaries 
or transferring them out of the school. 


• Hiring and firing teachers without 


an administrative certificate. 


• Violating law by serving in an ad- 


ministrative capacity without a certifi- 
cate. 


• Employing persons who do not have 


valid teaching certificates as provided by 
law. 


• Refusing to attend meetings in 


Martwick's office pursuant to Martwick's 
authority under the Illinois School Code.

A permanent campus for Oakton Com- 


munity College will cost about $17,5 mil- 
lion but the total price tag could bo $22 
million bccuusc of Inflation by the time 
the cam pan Is completed In 1078. 


David Ililqubt, Oakton's vice president 


for business and finance, gave college 
trailed some rough figures on financing 
the cost of the campai during a com- 
mittee meeting Tuesday night. 


Oased on today's construction prices, 


the total cost of the campus comes to 
$17.530.000. Ililquist said. He estimates 
that the In ml will coil about $2.5 million, 
architects' fees will come to about 
$500.000, development of tho silo will cost 
about $1 million, the first phaso of build- 
Ings will cost about $10.7 million and Iho 


second phase will cost about $2.8 million. 


Between 70 and 75 per cent of the cost 


of the campus will come from state 
funds and the remainder will come from 
local taxes. The Illinois Capital Devel- 
opment Board will approve the master 
plan for Iho project, award construction 
bids and allocate the state funds. 


OAKTIN'S SHARE of the $17.8 million 


project Is about $5.25 million. The college 
already has saved about $4 million for 
the campus. Hilqulst said It may be nec- 
essary to hold a bond referendum to 
raise more local revenue for the campus 
but no referendum Is planned for another 
two or three years until the money is 
actually needed.

Coupled with 
a near 7 per cent reduction in tho equal- 
izcr, tax bills for residents whose assess- 
ments Increased about 10.3 per cent will 
remain about tho same. 


TAX RATE FOR homeowners in both 


DCS Plaines Dlst. 62 and Des Plaines 
Park District will be $7.249 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation this year. The same 
homeowners paid $7.498 last year. 


Residents in Dlst. 63, but not in the 


park district, will pay $6.065 this year. 
They paid $7.204 last year. 


The rate reductions followed announce-

morning press conference. 


BUT. OFFICIALS in County Treasurer 


Bernard Koncn's office warned that 
Sept. 10 is "tentative." 


"Things could change. Wo still have 20 


townshlpi to go," Deputy Treasurer Wai- 
ler Conrad said. "If they don't get the 
rates to us quickly we may not get tho 
bills out In time for that date. There's a 


possibility we will be done, according to 
their (Kiupcr's office) schedule." 


State law requires that all bills must 


he mailed at least 30 days before a pen- 
alty date is set.

Kusper estimated that tax bodies will 


save $3 million In Interest on tax antici- 
pation warrants because tho deadline 
will bo mid-September, not Oct. 1. Esti- 
mated tax anticipation Interest through- 
out tho county is about $6 million a 
month, he said. 


The official deadline for payment may 


bo Sept. IS, a Sunday, Kusper said. Kor- 
zen then would accept payments through 
Sept. 16, ho added. 


"We were able to accomplish this by 


working nights and weekends, so that we 


could adhere to the Sept. 15 penally date, 
rather than the Oct. 1 date that for a 
while seemed inevitable," Kusper said. 
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HAND SORTING of mail will eventually be limited 
only to sorting by routes and by delivery order, of 


mail. Outgoing mail is now sorted sometimes by 
hand, but much of it is machine-sorted. 


It's getting better 


That's how Postal Service officials look at 
service since reorganization three years ago 


by ANNE SLAV1CEK 


The U.S. Postal Service has spent three years molding its 


giant bureaucracy into the image of an efficient, independent 
corporation but has had less luck convincing Americans Its 
mail service is really better. 


The agency says it has gone in Us short lifetime from an 


almost exclusively hand-sorted mall system to a 50 per cent- 
mechanized system nationwide. It now claims overnight de- 
livery for 95 per cent of local first-class mail. Budgets have 
been tightened, productivity ratios are up and wages of postal 
workers are more on a par with private industry. 


But the postal service Is still receiving criticism from all 


sides — for different reasons. 


Some complain because under the new system much mail is 


postmarked at areawide sectional centers and therefore Isn't 
postmarked with the name of the town from where It was 
mailed. 


Others object to the post office eliminating many neighbor- 


hood collection boxes and reducing the number of collections 
from those boxes. 


Others object to the lines in post offices which the postal 


service says will have to continue if the system is to break 
even financially. 


The criticism also comes because of what the postal service 


says Is a small percentage of delayed delivery, missent and 
misdelivered mail. Although the percentage is small, the 
number is still very large in terms of actual packages or 
letters because of the volume of mail that goes through the 
post office each day. 


AT A RECENT day-long seminar in Chicago, postal service 


officials told businessmen about innovations in bulk mailings, 
guaranteed rapid mail delivery systems and machines that 
can actually read addresses on specially prepared business 
mail. 


But just where the Northwest suburbs fit into the postal 


service plans for new bulk mail centers and guaranteed "Ex- 
press Mail" is a little bit harder to determine.

would go for "strictly educational" ser- 
vices, which includes teacher salaries 
and supplies. 


Frldlund was granted a $2,000 annual 


salary increase by the board Tuesday, 
raising his salary to $29,000. 


THE TENTATIVE budget was adopted 


unanimously, but Haoso admitted revi- 
sions must be made before final adop- 
tion. 


Doard member Ted Wnttenberg briefly 


criticized the proposed budget, demand-

Elk Grove Township auditors approved 


several changes to the township sanitary 
newer ordinance, Including a rate reduc- 
tion for homeowners along the sewer 
line. 


Changes will take effect 10 days after 


they arc published, Township Supervisor 
Richard M. Hall said. Publication prob- 
ably will be next week, he said. The 
auditors approved the changes, which 
also included clarifying language In 
three articles, Monday night, subject to 
review by Township Ally. Frank Hines. 


According to the approved changes, 


homeowners 
along township 
sanitary 


sewer lines will be charged half of what 
they're now paying, a reduction from $4 
to $2 a month. 


Hall said the lower rate Is more In line 


with what other townships are charging 
for the same service. Elk Grove Town- 
ship originally set its rate after observ- 
ing another township charging $4 a 
month, Hall said. However, that other 
township was collecting the money to re- 
tire bonds, and as soon as the bonds 
were retired, the township would reduce 
its rates he said. 


THE MONEY Elk Grove Township re- 


ceives from homeowners Is "a relatively 
small part" of the income generated 
from tho scwcr system. The bulk of the 
money comes from businesses, Hall said. 
Money received goes into the sewer fund, 
which is supposed to be self-sustaining, 
ho said. 


However, to get tho fund started last 


year, the board of auditors approved 
lending $10,000 from the township fund to 
the sewer fund. Monday night, the audi- 
tors approved paying $4,000 of that back. 


The township is preparing to take over 


a section of scwcr along Higglns Road, 
from Oakton Street to Ropollo Creek. 
That section is connected to five restau- 
rants, two gas stations and an office 
building. However, the land the business- 
es arc located on and the sewer arc part 
of an estate left by Lewis Gauger, who 
died In 1970. The estate is still in probate 
court. 


The businesses have recently paid for 


the sewer to be cleaned. They were 
threatened with closing two years ago if 
the sewer wasn't brought up to Metro- 
politan Sanitary District standards. The 
township intervened and collected $1,000 
from each business to pay for the clean- 
Ing. The township will assume responsi- 
bility for maintaining the sewer once the 
estate is settled.

An Elk Grove Village resident charged 


officials Tuovlay with dragging their feet 
in the faulty-furnace controversy. 


William Sachs. 1582 Scliirrn Circle, 


Mid a long-awaited expert report ex- 
pected to tell why an alarming number 
of Elk Grove Village furnaces arc defec- 
tive "won't solve anything," ho told 
board members at Tuesday's meeting. 


"You'd better start telling residents to 


get their defective furnaces repaired be- 
fore the heating season Is upon us; or 
arc you waiting for people to die?" said 
Sachs. 


SACHS WAS HIGHLY critical of vil- 


lage officials' handling of the Issue. Ho 
said many residents have been lulled Into 
a fake sense of security by officials' an- 
nouncements that free 
furnace 
In- 


spections are being mado and (he village 
e x p e c t s a report Tuesday 
from 


Polytechnic Institute of Chicago. 


"Sure, tho report wilt help determine 


who is to blame, furnace manufacturer, 
or Installer; but you can't possibly think 
the culprit wll Immediately Jump and 
repair I ho hundreds of defective furnaces 
In town, do you?" asked Sachs. 


"While builder and furnace manufac- 


turer's attorney* arguo about who Is go- 
Ing to foot tho bill, what's to prevent us 
homeowners from being killed?" he 
asked. 


"Take action, lot people of this village 


know that they had better start looking 
out for themselves," Sachs said. 


VILLAGE I'HKS. Charles Zottck snld 


when the village "as an Interested party 
became involved, Its first action after as- 
certaining tho seriousness of tho problem 
uai to hlro Polytechnic. Ho told Sachs 
offlcioli have been gathering data and 
facts on tho problem for two years and 
did not know the seriousness or scope of 


tho defective furnace problem until 
recently. 


"Unfortunately wo haven't gotten our 


reports as quickly as we want to, but 
believe me wo arc as anxious as any 
homeowner in the village. Some of us are 
very personally Involved and have fur- 
nace problems also," said Zcttek. 


Zcttck recommended that homeowners 


take Individual legal action but did not 
specify who an Irntc homeowner was 
supposed to sue. 


TRUSTEE EDWARD Kcnna, an out- 


spoken critic of Centex Homes Corp., 
major builder In the village who con- 
structed the some 1,700 homes suspect of 
defective furnaces, defective installation 
and code violations sympathized with 
Sachs. 


Kcnna said his own furnace is defec- 


tive and needs replacing. "My first reac- 
tion when I found out was, 'damn the 
report and sue tho builder.' However, 
since then I have decided the report will 
give us tho ammunition wo need to go 
after tho responsible party." 


Kcnna sold if the village forces a solu- 


tion or pushes tho engineering firm for a 
quick report "we could get half baked 
Information that wouldn't stand up in 
court." 


He urged Sachs to be patient until 


Tuesday when tho village expects to re- 
ceive its report from Polytechnic. 


THE HERALD REVEALED in Juno 


that more than 1,700 Centex Homes Corp. 
homes constructed in the late 1960s may 
have defective furnaces that may be 
leaking deadly exhaust fumes. Since that 
time village officials through Inspections 
have determined that tho problem is 
more widespread and is occurring in 
homes built as recently as two years 
ago.

morning press conference. 


BUT. OFFICIALS In County Treasurer 


Bernard Koran's office warned that 
Sept. 18 Is "tentative." 


"Things could change. Wo still have 20 


township* to go." Deputy Treasurer Wal- 
ter Conrad said. "If they don't get the 
rates to us quickly wo may not get tha 
bills out in timo for that date. There's a 


possibility wo will bo done, according to 
their (Kuspcr's office) schedule." 


State law requires that nil bills must 


be mailed at least 30 days Ixrforc a pen- 
alty date Is set. If the bills are not 
mailed by Aug. 16, Conrad said the dead- 
line will be "set back a day or two. 


"Bills definitely will be duo sometime 


that week," he sold. 


PLANNED DEADLINE for payment of 


second-Installment real estate taxes was 
Aug. 1. But, controversy over tho state- 
certified assessment multiplier delayed 
computation of tax rates, county officials 
have said. 


Kuspcr estimated that tax bodies will 


save $3 million in Interest on tax antici- 
pation warrants because the deadline 
will be mid-September, not Oct. 1. Esti- 
mated tax anticipation intorc&t through- 
out the county is about $6 million a 
month, he said. 


The official deadline for payment may 


bo Sept. 15, a Sunday, Kuspcr said. Kor- 
zen then would accept payments through 
Sept. 16, he added. 


"We were able to accomplish this by 


working nights and weekends, so that we 


could adhere to the Sept. 15 penalty date, 
rather than the Oct. 1 date that for a 
while seemed Inevitable," Kusper said. 
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HAND SORTING of mail will eventually be limited 
only to sorting by routes and by delivery order of 


mail. Outgoing mail is now sorted sometimes by 
hand, but much of it is machine-sorted. 


It's getting better 


That's how Postal Service officials look at 
service since reorganization three years ago 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


The U.S. Postal Service has spent three years molding its 


giant bureaucracy into the image of on efficient, independent 
corporation but has had less luck convincing Americans its 
mail service is really better. 


The agency says it has gone in its short lifetime from an 


almost exclusively hand-sorted mall system to a 50 per cent- 
mechanized system nationwide. It now claims overnight de- 
livery for 95 per cent of local first-class moil. Budgets have 
been tightened, productivity ratios are up and wages of postal 
workers are more on a par with private industry. 


But the postal service Is still receiving criticism from all 


sides — for different reasons. 


Some complain because under the new system much mail is 


postmarked at areawide sectional centers and therefore isn't 
postmarked with the name of the town from where it was 
mailed. 


Others object to the post office eliminating many neighbor- 


hood collection boxes and reducing the number of collections 
from those boxes. 


Others object to the lines in post offices which the postal 


service says will have to continue if the system is to break 
even financially. 


The criticism also comes because of what the postal service 


says is a small percentage of delayed delivery, misscnt and 
misdclivered mail. Although the percentage is small, the 
number is still very large in terms of actual packages or 
letters because of the volume of mail that goes through the 
post office each day. 


AT A RECENT day-long seminar in Chicago, postal service 


officials told businessmen about innovations in bulk mailings, 
guaranteed rapid mail delivery systems and machines that 
can actually read addresses on specially prepared business 
mail. 


But just where the Northwest suburbs fit into the postal 


service plans for new bulk mail centers and guaranteed "Ex- 
press Mail" Is a little bit harder to determine.

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Whipple's psychologist 
certificate suspended

Cook County Schools Supt. Richard 


Martwlck hat impended tho school psy- 
chologist certificate of John Whlpple, for- 
mer clinical director of Dwycr School In 
Arllneton Heights. If tho suspension 
stands, Whjpplo could lose his job. 


Whlpplo has been accused of unprofes- 


sional conduct following charges of child 
abuse. Improper certification of some 
members of the staff at Dwyer, and un- 
professional activities by some of the 
staff in the presence of the children. Tho 
charges came from current and former 
teachers at tho school for emotionally 
disturbed children. 


The charges against Whlpple also arc 


being Investigated by Stale's Alt. Ber- 
nard Carey's office, said Halph Dor- 
kowltz, special assistant stale's attorney. 
Ocrkowllz said Wednesday Whlpple could 
receive a fine up to $300 and between 30 
days to six months In jail on one of tho 
charges, practicing psychology without a 
licence. 


THE SUSPENSION OF Whlpplc's 


s c h o o l psychology certificate came 
Wednesday after an Investigation of 
the charges by Martwlck's office. Tho 
suspension Is for ono calendar year, cf- 
fcctlvo immediately. 


Whlpplo has a right to appeal the sus- 


pension to tho State Teacher Certifica- 
tion Board within 10 days. If tho appeal 
Is made, the suspension Is delayed for up 
to 60 days until tho board conducts a 
hearing. Tho board, which Is appointed 
by State School Supt. Michael Bakalis, 
may concur with Martwlck or reinstate 
Whlpplo's certificate. If tho board rules 
against Whlpplo he will no longer bo able 
to work as a school psychologist in Illi- 
nois. 


Both Whlpplo and his attorney arc out 


of town and could not be reached for 
comment. Martwlck notified Whlpple of 
tho suspension by registered mall. 


EDITH FltEUND, president of tho 


governing board of tho Northwest Educa- 
t l o n a l Cooperative, which operates 
Divycr School, saldd Wednesday the 
board has taken no position on Whlpple's 
suspension. 


Mrs. Frcund said the governing board Is 


carrying out Us own Investigation into 
the charges of Improper operation at the 
school and will submit a report to Bak- 
alis today. 


MRS. FltEUND said she also was noti- 


fied of the suspension of Whlpple's cer- 
tificate through a letter from Martwlck. 
She said tho letter stipulated eight 
charges against Whlpple. 


They ore: 
• Permitting or causing chlkl abuse 


whore handicapped children were exhib- 
ited to public view, physically thrown 
against the school wall, or paddled. 


• Holding himself out as a psy- 


chologist by charging fees without a va- 
lid liccnco. 


• Instituting and operating personnel 


practices and procedure which are un- 
professional, abusing teachers by harass- 
ing them and threatening to give them a 
poor job reference. 


• Terminating the employment of cer- 


tified personnel, freezing their salaries 
or transferring them out of the school. 


• Hiring and firing teachers without 


an administrative certificate. 


• Violating law by serving in an ad- 


ministrative capacity without a certifi- 
cate. 


• Employing persons who do not have 


valid teaching certificates as provided by 
law. 


• Refusing to attend meetings in

Builder donations are requested for tho 


district because of "tax lag" or tho 
amount of tax money "lost" to the dis- 
trict for the amount of tlmo it takes 
for a new development to be placed on 
the tax rolls and pay taxes to the dis- 
trict. The tax lag is about one year. 


Included In the proposed guidelines is a 


review of the estimated number of chil- 
dren coming from a development to de- 
termine the amount of land a developer 
should donate to the district. 


With a set fee tho district and the de- 


veloper would share the Impact from the 
development, said Marvin Lapicola, as- 
sistant superintendent in charge of fi- 
nance. He said the idea for a set fee 
came from a suggestion by the developer 
of Lexington Green.

The homeowners In tho neighboring 


English Valley, Pepper Tree and Hcath- 
crlea subdivisions In Palatlno Township 
are experiencing tho growing pains of a 
developing area. They are attempting to 
establish parks for their children to ploy 
In, have street work completed by the 
developers, and are weighing tho advan- 
tages and disadvantages of annexation to 
tho village. 


All three subdivisions, immediately 


south of Dundee Road in the northern part 
of the township, are part of the Palatlno 
Rural Park District. Homeowners In the 
three subdivisions have enthusiastically 
supported the recent efforts by a newly 
elected park board to purchase and de- 
velop tho district's first park sites. 


Many park board officials nro resi- 


dents of tho three areas which have been

urbs many times are resold in tho city 
for 30 to 40 per cent of the original cost 
of the bike, "making bike stealing a very 
lucrative business," Bratchcr said.

covered and returned to owners despite 
an increase hi thefts. 


BRATCIIER SAID that In the first six 


months of 1973, 34 of the reported 57 
bikes stolen in the village were re- 
turned by Palatine police to their own- 
ers. Since January of this year, 40 of the 
reported 71 bikes stolen have been re- 
turned by police to village residents. The 
recovered bikes that have gone un- 
claimed arc auctioned off to residents by 
the village. 


Bratchcr said that more bikes are 


being returned to owners because more 
people arc taking the time to mark their 
bicycles with some form of identification. 
The police department has been lending 
engraving markers free to residents as 
part of the "Operation Identification" 
program so that residents can engrave 
their social security or driver's license 
number into their bikes. 


Tho "Operation Identification" pro- 


gram makes it possible to have a bike 
that is stolen and sold in another part of 
the state, returned to the owner if it has 
identifying markings, Bratcher said.

fers a free registration of bikes at the

Release of 
tax rates for 10 additional townships Is 
expected Friday and final township fig- 
ures, Including those for Wheeling, 
Schaumburg. Elk Grove and Palatine 
townships, will bo announced Monday, 
Kusper said. 


"With this program concluded, bills 


will bo In tho mall on time to meet tho 
S«pt. IS penally date," Kusper said at a 
morning press conference. 


OUT. OFFICIALS In County, Treasurer 


Bernard Koacn's office warned that 
Sept. 18 is "tentative." • 


"Things could change. Wo still have 20 


township* to go," Deputy Treasurer Wal- 
ter Conrad said. "If they don't get the 
ratal to us quickly we may not get the 
bills out in time for that date. There's a 


possibility we will be done, according to 
their (Kusper's office) schedule." 


State law requires that all bills must 


be mailed at least 30 days before a pen- 
alty data Is set. If the bills are not 
mailed by Aug. ID, Conrad said the dead- 
line will bo "set back a day or two. 


"Bills definitely will bo duo sometime 


that week," he said. 


PLANNED DEADLINE for payment of 


second-Installment real estate taxes was 
Aug. 1. But, controversy over tho state- 
certified assessment multiplier delayed 
computation of tax rates, county officials 
have said. 


Kusper estimated that tax bodies will 


savo J3 million In Interest on tax antici- 
pation warrants because the deadline 
will be mid-September, not Oct. 1. Esti- 
mated tax anticipation interest through- 
out tho county is about $6 million a 
month, ho said. 


The official deadline for payment may 


bo Sept. IS, a Sunday, Kusper said. Kor- 
zcn then would accept payments through 
Sept. 16, he added. 


"We were able to accomplish this by

It's.getting better 


That's how Postal Service officials look at 
service since reorganization three years ago 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


The U.S. Postal Service has spent three years molding its 


giant bureaucracy Into the Image of an efficient, independent 
corporation but has hod less luck convincing Americans its 
mail service is really better. 


The agency says it has gone in Its short lifetime from an 


almost exclusively hand-sorted mall system to a 50 per cent- 
mechanized system nationwide. It now claims overnight de- 
livery for 95 per cent of local first-class mail. Budgets have 
been tightened, productivity ratios are up and wages of postal 
workers are more on a par with private industry. 


But the postal service Is still receiving criticism from all 


sides — for different reasons. 


Some complain because under the now system much mall is 


postmarked at areawide sectional centers and therefore isn't 
postmarked with the name of the town from where it was 
mailed. 


Others object to the post office eliminating many neighbor- 


hood collection boxes and reducing the number of collections 
from those boxes. 


Others object to the lines in post offices which the postal 


service says will have to continue if the system is to break 
even financially. 


The criticism also comes because of what the postal service 


says is a small percentage of delayed delivery, missent and 
misdclivered mail. Although the percentage is small, the 
number is still very largo in terms of actual packages or 
letters because of the volume of mail that goes through the 
post office each day. 


AT A RECENT day-long seminar in Chicago, postal service 


officials told businessmen about innovations in bulk mailings, 
guaranteed rapid mall delivery systems and machines that 
can actually read addresses on specially prepared business 
mail. 


But just where the Northwest suburbs fit into the postal 


service plans for new bulk mail centers and guaranteed "Ex- 
press Mail" is a little bit harder to determine.

costs and who have little sympathy with 
efforts for increased productivity or aims 
at mechanization currently underway. 


To find out how Northwest subur- 


banites feel about their mail service and 
about the post office in general, Herald 
reporters earlier talked to people at ran- 
dom in shopping centers and by phone. 


The results showed most people inter- 


viewed had little or no quarrel with the 
post office. 


AMONG THOSE Wi o had complaints, 


some were objecting to deliveries which 
were actually within the standards that 
the post office has set up. 


But a few people had legitimate com- 


plaints and some real horror stories to 
tell. 


One Mount Prospect woman said a box 


of grapefruit mailed in Florida the first 
week of December arrived at her home 
the middle of January. "By that time it 
had gone bad and the box was smashed. 
The grapefruit was running out all over; 
it was rotten and smelly," she said. The 
women, who didn't want her name used, 
sold she also thought ten cents was too 
much to pay for mailing a letter.

developed simultaneously within the past 
five years. Although there is general sup- 
port for the investigation of sites for 
parks In oil three subdivisions, there are 
a few small groups of residents who have 
criticized the tentative park plans of the 
rural district and arc willing to present 
alternative plans. 


"THERE AUK SO many children In 


these three subdivisions out here, and not 
OHO nearby park for them to go to. We 
need those facilities for our children and 
we're going to keep trying to get them," 
said Mrs. Carol Issak of Heathcrlca sub- 
division.

face problems unique to their own area: 
Residents In Heathcrlca would like to sec 
street lights put in by the developer or 
village if It docs annex to Palatine to 
make the streets safer for their children. 
English Valley residents arc concerned 
that the New King George Apartments in 
the area conform with the design and 
lifestyle of the total subdivision. Pepper 
Tree residents arc concerned about keep- 
ing their lake and pool areas lighted as a 
safety measure. 


"We don't really want to attract a lot 


of people to the subdivision by lighting it 
all up. Most of the residents just like it 
the way it is, and only really like having 
the lake lit up at night. It gives the area 
such a nice effect," said Mrs. Joann 
Whitlock,' member of the Pepper Tree 
Homeowners Assn. 


All three subdivisions are unique in 


some ways, and yet very similar, gener- 
ally in their concern over their children's 
safety and recreational opportunities. 


Distinctive homes unique to area 


There's nowhere else near Palatine, 


where you can find houses that look like 
tho ones in the Pepper Tree subdivision. 


They're the ones with tho long sloping 


roof*, made of cedar and are called Cali- 
fornia Contemporary because of the de- 
sign inside and out. 


The 200 homes, built by Kaufman and 


Broad Building Co. In 1969. originally 
sold for $30,000 and arc presently selling 
for about twice that amount. 


Many of tho residents In the subdlvl- 


s i o n a r e considered "art-oriented 
people," who arc active in design, crafts 
and painting, explained homeowners' as- 


sociation member Joanne Whitlock. 


Tho floating staircases that wind down 


the middle of frontrooms, and the drasti- 
cally slanting rooftops toward the front 
of most of the homes, and a neighbor- 
hood Cabana Club presents style that 
seems very appealing to tho homeowners 
in Pepper Tree, she said. 


Tho children in Popper Tree hove no 


parks to play in, as the subdivision Is 
unincorporated and part of the Palatine 
Rural Park District. But when school's 
out, so arc the kids who fish in the lake 
that weaves its way In between many of 
tho homes in the area. 


Tho adults have their activities in Pep- 


per Tree with bridge and tennis groups, 
and arts and crafts groups of neighbors 
gathering regularly. 


Yet even In a vacation-like atmos- 


phere, Popper Tree homeowners have 
had reason to got serious and join forces 
In support or opposition of various issues. 


With an average of two children per 


house, said Mrs. Whitlock, Pepper Tree 
residents enthusiastically have supported 
the efforts of a new Palatine Rural Park 
District board to purchase and develop 
now pork sites in that area.

It's getting better 


That's how Postal Service officials look at 
service since reorganization three years ago 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


The U.S. Postal Service has spent three years molding its 


giant bureaucracy into the image of an efficient, independent 
corporation but has had less luck convincing Americans its 
mail service is really better. 


The agency says it has gone in its short lifetime from an 


almost exclusively hand-sorted mail system to a 50 per cent- 
mechanized system nationwide. It now claims overnight de- 
livery for 95 per cent of local first-class mail. Budgets have 
been tightened, productivity ratios are up and wages of postal 
workers are more on a par with private industry. 


But the postal service is still receiving criticism from all 


sides — for different reasons. 


Some complain because under the new system much mail is 


postmarked at areawide sectional centers and therefore isn't 
postmarked with the name of the town from where it was 
mailed. 


Others object to the post office eliminating many neighbor- 


hood collection boxes and reducing the number of collections 
from those boxes. 


Others object to the lines in post offices which the postal 


service says will have to continue If the system is to break 
even financially. 


The criticism also comes because of what the postal service 


says is a small percentage of delayed delivery, missent and 
misdclivered mail. Although the percentage is small, the 
number is still very large in terms of actual packages or 
letters because of the volume of mail that goes through the 
post office each day. 


AT A RECENT day-long seminar in Chicago, postal service 


officials told businessmen about innovations in bulk mailings, 
guaranteed rapid mall delivery systems and machines that 
can actually read addresses on specially prepared business 
mall. 


But just where the Northwest suburbs fit into the postal 


service plans for new bulk mail centers and guaranteed "Ex- 
press Mail" is a little bit harder to determine.

J. O'Hrlcn refused to lift a I960 Injunction against collectors. 


The auditors also passed a second resolution, staling the

BUT. OFFICIALS In County Treasurer 


Bernard Korzcn's offico warned that 
Sept. 18 U "tentative." 


"Things could change. We still have 20 


township* to go," Deputy Treasurer Wal- 
ter Conrad said. "If they don't got the 
rates to us quickly *• may not get the 
bills out In time for that date. There's a 


possibility we will be done, according to 
thdr (Kuspcr's office) schedule." 


State law requires that all bills must 


be mailed at least 30 days before a pen- 
alty date is set. If the bills ore not 
moiled by Aug. 16, Conrad said the dead- 
line will be "set back a day or two. 


"Bills definitely will be duo sometime 


that week," ho said. 


PLANNED DEADLINE for payment of 


second-installment real estate taxes was 
Aug. 1. But, controversy over the state- 
certified assessment multiplier delayed 
computation of tax rates, county officials 
have said. 


Kuspcr estimated that tax bodies will 


save $3 million In interest on tax antici- 
pation warrants because the deadline 
will bo mid-September, not Oct. 1. Esti- 
mated tax anticipation interest through- 
out the county is about $8 million a 
month, he said. 


The official deadline for payment may 


be Sept. 15, a Sunday, Kuspcr said. Kor- 
icn then would accept payments through 
Sept. 10, he added. 


"Wo were able to accomplish this by 


working nights and weekends, so that we 


could adhere to the Sept. 15 penalty date, 
rather than the Oct. 1 date that for a 
while seemed inevitable," Kusper said.

It's getting better 


That's how Postal Service officials look at 
service since reorganization three years ago 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


The U.S. Postal Service has spent three years molding its 


giant bureaucracy into the image of an efficient, independent 
corporation but has had less luck convincing Americans its 
mail service is really better. 


The agency says It has gone in its short lifetime from an 


almost exclusively hand-sorted mail system to a so per cent- 
mechanized system nationwide. It now claims overnight de- 
livery for 95 per cent of local first-class mall. Budgets have 
been tightened, productivity ratios are up and wages of postal 
workers are more on a par with private industry. 


But the postal service is still receiving criticism from all 


sides — for different reasons. 


Some complain because under the new system much mail is 


postmarked at arenwide sectional centers and therefore isn't 
postmarked with the name of the town from where it was 
mailed. 


Others object to the post office eliminating many neighbor- 


hood collection boxes and reducing the number of collections 
from those boxes. 


Others object to the lines in post offices which the postal 


service says will have to continue if the system is to break 
even financially. 


The criticism also comes because of what the postal service 


says Is a small percentage of delayed delivery, misscnt and 
misdelivered mail. Although the percentage is small, the 
number is still very large in terms of actual packages or 
letters because of the volume of mail that goes through the 
post office each day. 


AT A RECENT day-long seminar in Chicago, postal service 


officials told businessmen about innovations in bulk mailings, 
guaranteed rapid moil delivery systems and machines that 
can actually read addresses on specially prepared business 
mail. 


But just where the Northwest suburbs fit into the postal 


service plans for new bulk mail centers and guaranteed "Ex- 
press Mail" is a little bit harder to determine. 


INTERVIEWS WITH several local postal officials and the 


manager of the North Suburban Sectional Center which pro-

dom in shopping centers and by phone. 


The results showed most people Inter- 


viewed had little or no quarrel with the 
post office. 


AMONG THOSE who had complaints, 


some were objecting to deliveries which 
were actually within the standards that 
the post office has set up. 


But a few people had legitimate com- 


plaints and some real horror stories to 
tell. 


One Mount Prospect woman said a box 


of grapefruit mailed in Florida the first 
week of December arrived at her home 
the middle of January. "By that lime it 
had gone bad and the box was smashed.

development, said Marvin Laplcola, as- 
sistant superintendent in charge of fi- 
nance, lie said the idea for a set fee 
came from a suggestion by the developer 
of Lexington Green.

It ?s getting better 


That's how Postal Service officials look at 
service since reorganization three years ago 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


The U.S. Postal Service has spent three years molding its 


giant bureaucracy into the image of an efficient, independent 
corporation but has hod less luck convincing Americans its 
mail service is really better. 


The agency says It has gone in its short lifetime from an 


almost exclusively hand-sorted mail system to a 50 per cent- 
mechanized system nationwide. It now claims overnight de- 
livery for 95 per cent of local first-class mail. Budgets have 
been tightened, productivity ratios arc up and wages of postal 
workers are more on a par with private industry. 


But the postal service is still receiving criticism from all 


sides — for different reasons. 


Some complain because under the new system much mail is 


postmarked at arcawide sectional centers and therefore isn't 
postmarked with the name of the town from where it was 
mailed. 


Others object to the post office eliminating many neighbor- 


hood collection boxes and reducing the number of collections 
from those boxes. 


Others object to the lines in post offices which the postal 


service says will have to continue if the system is to break 
even financially. 


The criticism also comes because of what the postal service 


says is a small percentage of delayed delivery, missent and 
misdclivcrcd mail. Although the percentage is small, the 
number is still very large in terms of actual packages or 
letters because of the volume of mail that goes through the 
post office each day. 


AT A RECENT day-long seminar in Chicago, postal service 


officials told businessmen about innovations in bulk mailings, 
guaranteed rapid mail delivery systems and machines that 
can actually read addresses on specially prepared business 
mall. 


But just where the Northwest suburbs fit into the postal 


service plans for new bulk mail centers and guaranteed "Ex- 
press Mail" is a little bit harder to determine.

McKlm's threatened suicide when tho 
inn's manager, James Sparks, called for 
police to investigate three checks McKlm 
has written for a total of $40 which alleg- 
edly bounced. Sparks told police a 
fourth check, for $300, drawn on the 
same account, had been written by 
McKlm and ho (Sparks) expected that 
check also would bounce. 


WHEN TWO POLICE! detectives went

Firemen, who put a ladder up to 


McKIm'i hoUl window, and more police- 
men, Including Chief Ralph J. Doney, 
then were called to the scene. 


Doney ordered eight adjacent hotel 


rooms vacated because the occupants 


might hove been Injured by the rifle. The 
police set up in a room about four away 
from McKlm's. They then maintained 
telephone contact with McKlm. 


Wheeling polico wore contacted and 


brought McKlm's wife to tho scene. 


A psychiatrist from Forest Hospital In 


DCS Plaines also was brought In to talk 
with McKlm. 


POLICE TOIIE UP the bad checks, 


telling McKim they could not prosecute. 
But, police said, McKim complained of 
having lost his job and his wife and of 
being heavily In debt. 


McKlm shot himself after ho invited 


Doney to open his hotel door. 


Doney said several suicide notes were 


found In tho hotel room. Throughout the 
more than two hours of efforts to talk 
McKlm out of the suicide, "McKim never 
did take tho gun from his bead," Doney 
said. "He must have been afraid some- 
one would rush him If he took the gun 
away."

Referendum for school probable 


Two members of tho River Trails Dist. 


26 Board of Education said Wednesday a 
bond referendum probably will be neces- 
sary to finance construction of a school 
building near Rob Roy Golf Course In 
Mount Prospect.

Real estate tax payments

Cook County real estate tax payments 


are "tentatively" due Sept. 16, county of- 
ficials announced Wednesday. 


Mont Northwest suburban property 


owners will receive tax bills within 10 
days, according to n schedule not by 
County Clerk Stanley Kusper. 


Announcement of tax rates and mall- 


Ing of tax bills began in Maine and 0 
other townships Wednesday. Release of 
tax rates for 10 additional townships Is 
expected Friday and final township fig- 
ures, Including those for Wheeling, 
Schaumburg, Elk Grove and Palatine 
townships, will bo announced Monday, 
Kusper said. 


"With this program concluded, bills 


will bo In tho mall on tima to moot tho 
Sept. 13 penalty date," Kusper said at a 
morning prow conference. 


HUT. OFFICIALS In County Treasurer 


Bernard Konen's office warned that 
Sept. IB Is "tentative." 


"Things could change. We still have 20 


townships to go," Deputy Treasurer Wai- 
ter Conrad said. "If they don't get the 
rates to us quickly we may not get the 
bills out In time for that date. There's a 


possibility wo will be done, according to 
their (Ktupcr's office) schedule." 


State law requires that all bills must 


bo mailed at least SO days before n pen- 
alty date Is set. If the bills arc not 
mailed by Aug. 16, Conrad said the dead- 
line will bo "set back n day or two. 


"Bills definitely will be duo sometime 


(hat week," ho said. 


PLANNED DEADLINE for payment of 


second-installment real estate taxes was 
Aug. I. But, controversy over the state- 
certified assessment multiplier delayed 
computation of tax rates, county officials 
have said. 


Kusper estimated that tax bodies will 


save $3 million in Interest on tax antici- 
pation warrants because the deadline 
will bo mid-September, not Oct. 1. Esti- 
mated tax anticipation Interest through- 
out the county is about $6 million a 
month, he said. 


The official deadline for payment may 


bo Sept. IS, a Sunday, Kusper said. Kor- 
zen then would accept payments through 
Sept. 10, he added. 


"We were able to accomplish this by 


working nights and weekends, so that we 


could adhere to the Sept. 15 penalty date, 
rather than the Oct. 1 data that for a 
while seemed Inevitable," Kusper said. 
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HAND SORTING of mail will eventually be limited 
only to sorting by routes and by delivery order of 


mail. Outgoing mail is now sorted sometimes by 
hand, but much of it is machine-sorted. 


It's getting better 


That's how Postal Service officials look at 
service since reorganization three years ago 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


The U.S. Postal Service has spent three years molding its 


giant bureaucracy into the image of an efficient, independent 
corporation but has had less luck convincing Americans its 
moil service Is really better. 


The agency says it has gone in Its short lifetime from an 


almost exclusively hand-sorted mail system to a 50 per cent- 
mechanized system nationwide. It now claims overnight de- 
livery for 95 per cent of local first-class mail. Budgets have 
been tightened, productivity ratios are up and wages of postal 
workers are more on a par with private Industry. 


But the postal service is still receiving criticism from all 


sides — for different reasons. 


Some complain because under the new system much mail Is 


postmarked at areawide sectional centers and therefore Isn't 
postmarked with the name of the town from where It was 
mailed. 


Others object to the post office eliminating many neighbor- 


hood collection boxes and reducing the number of collections 
from those boxes. 


Others object to the lines In post offices which the postal 


service says will have to continue if the system is to break 
even financially. 


The criticism also comes because of what the postal service 


says Is a small percentage of delayed delivery, missent and 
misdollvered mail. Although the percentage is small, the 
number is still very large In terms of actual packages or 
letters because of the volume of mail that goes through the 
post office each day. 


AT A RECENT day-long seminar in Chicago, postal service 


officials told businessmen about innovations in bulk mailings, 
guaranteed rapid mail delivery systems and machines that 
can actually read addresses on specially prepared business 
mail. 


But just where the Northwest suburbs fit Into the postal 


service plans for new bulk mail centers and guaranteed "Ex- 
press Mail" Is a little bit harder to determine.

Few homeowners' groups in Arlington 


Heights can boost the kind of member- 
ship that tho Northgate Civic Assn. has. 
More than 00 per cent of the subdivi- 
sion's 560 homeowners belong to the civic 
association. 


"Most homeowner associations are 


founded because of problems with build- 
en and wo certainly had our share of 
those." says Robert Griffith, president of 
the Northgatc civic group. 


"Then about one year ago, mnny of 


these problem) seemed to drop out of 
sight and tho association could !ta\e 
died. But it managed to move ahead with 
an neirrcvlve, 'good community" kind of 
program." 


Subdivision 
news, 
Including 
social 


events sponsored by the civic associ- 
ation, arc published in n monthly news- 
letter. "The North Gntor." 


NORTHGATE IS one of the village's 


largest subdivisions. Like so much of Ar- 
lington Heights, It was constructed by 


Miller Builders of Skokic. The first phase 
was begun in 1967 and tho last of tho 
nearly GOO homes are being built today. 


Homeowners in tho subdivision have 


been actively engaged in developing a 14- 
acre park site cast of Windsor Drive. 
The land la part of a 20-acre combined 
school-park site occupied 
by Rilcy 


School. But the park portion was never 
completed, pending future development 
of a largo tract of Northgatc land zoned 
for multi-family housing. 


"We went to the village and were told 


Miller had not conveyed the land to tho 
park district. So we went to the park dis- 
trict and wcro told Miller wouldn't re- 
lease the land. Then we went to Miller 
and were told 'sure you can use tho 
land,' " Griffith explains. 


The homeowners worked out a five- 


year lease on tho park site, which Miller 
agreed to grade and the park district will 
seed. This winter residents hope to have 
a skating rink on tho sito, and maybe 
playground equipment and ball diamonds 


by next summer. 


"We're moving that baby right along 


and I think we're several years ahead of 
where wo might have been if we hadn't 
taken the initiative," says Griffith. 


Northgatc homes today sell for $60,000 


to $73,000. Six years ago, when the first 
models were being opened, the prices 
ranged from $33,000 to $41,000. 


"IT'S BEEN BEAUTIFUL." admits 


Griffith, a five-year resident of North- 
gatc and locally employed in the real es- 
tate business. 


About G per cent of tho homes in the 


subdivision change hands every year, 
which means there are 30 to 35 new 
Northgatc homeowners annually. 


Development of the multi-family hous- 


ing cast of the subdivision is one of their 
biggest concerns. 


"We understand the land can't stay va- 


cant forever. But wo want whatever goes 
in there to be as esthetic as possible," 
says Griffith. 


One year ago, residents successfully 
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blocked traffic from the Frenchman's 
Cove condominium development on Dun- 
dee Head from entering Northgatc. 


FOUR HUNDRED Northgate residents 


signed a petition asking the village to 
close University Drive between the 452- 
unit Frenchman's Cove and the single- 
family subdivision, and the board of 
trustees agreed. 


"That has been a dally blessing for 


us," says Griffith. 


By almost any standard, Northgate is 


a new residential area. In the past, resi- 
dents have complained about grading 
problems, cracked driveways and leak- 
Ing basements. 


"In most cases, residents have re- 


solved these problems; sometimes with 
Miller's help and sometimes on their 
own. I think most residents are proud of 
what they have today," says Griffith.
